SPANISH MOB TRAMPLES ON THE 
AMERICAN FLAG.

House of an American Is Mobbed in 
Cuba and the Owner Is Threatened 
with Arrest When He Protests—Un- 
cle Sam's Consulate Is Surrounded 
by an Angry. Crowd in the Absence 
of the Consul-General. 


Key West, Fila., Feb. 27.+[Speciai.}—It 
was learned tonight that two disturbances 
had occurred in Havana and suburbs in the 
last day or two directed against Americans. 
In Guanabacoa the house of a storekeeper 
named Renfert was stoned by some of the 
Spanish volunteers and two American flags 
that he had in the store were taken away 
and broken into bits and borne aloft by the 
mob. It grew out of his flying the flags on 
his store. In the afternoon a mob called on 
him, headed by a petty Spanish officer, and 
demanded that he haul that rag in. 
This he refused to do. His store was pelted 
with stones and he was threatened with ar- 
rest for “ inciting to violence.’ Later one of 
Fondeviela’s officers came to him and com- 
pelled him to take them in under threat of 
instant arrest. He knew what that meant. 
The flags were taken in and put in the win- 
dow. Later that day a mob of 300 soldiers 
and policemen, with a sprinkling of petty 
officers, came up, and marching in took out 
the flags, tore them up with appropriate 
epithets, and cursed him and his country. 

When he remonstrated and said that he 
would report it to the Consul, they replied 
amid shouts of laughter: O, go to your 
big Lee; your big man in Washington is our 
friend, and he will not. let Lee say too

Purchasing All the Product Offered im 
the World in Anticipation of an 
Imtrease in the Tariff. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 27.—[Special.]J—One 
of the greatest corners on wool ever at- 
tempted exists in this city in anticipation 
of the restoration of.a tariff on wool in 
the near future. The existence of this cor 
ner has been a well guarded secret for the 
last two weeks, but recently the operations 
of their agents at London and Hamburg 
have become So bold as to attract attention 
of the independent brokers in this city and 
operators in New York. 


The steamer Columbiana, which arrived 


in port yesterday, brought 8,000 bales of 
wool, making a tota! of 126,160 ales which 
has arrived in port during the present 
month. 

This morning a gentleman who does not 
wish his name mentioned said that a syndic-. 
ate was recently formed in this city to buy 
all the wool offered in European markets 
in-anticipation of à duty of 10 per cent be- 
ing put on wool by the McKinley adminis-- 
tration. The gentleman sdid:

Ne More Proof Needed. 


This is the condftion that confronts us 
now: it needs no more instances to prove it. 
Nothing so clearly shows how completely 
at sea are the people of the United States 
concerning this question and how important 
ft has become that men upon whom they 
can rely should come here and réport on it 
than the fact that when one United States 
Senator-elect visited Havana for five days 
and retold what he had heard there the 
whole press of the United States and Spain 
followed him during every hour of his visit 
and commented with seriotisnes® and at 
length upon all he had to say. 

If the United States is to Interfere in this 
matter she should do so at once, but she 
should only do so after she has informed 
herself thoroughly concerning it. She should 
not act on the reports of the hotel piazza 
correspondents, but send mien here on whose 
judgment and common sense she can sely. 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee is one of these men, and 
there is no better informed American on 
Cuban matters than he, nor one who sees the 
course our government should pursue more 
clearly. Through the Consuls all over the 
island, he is in touch with every part of it,

Need More Like Lee.

of an American planter’s house and hear him 
tell in a whisper how the boy who saddled 
his horse the day before was cut down by 
guerillas while going for the mall, two hun- 
dred yards from where he sits; how his sugar 
cane was set on fire by the same Spanish 
soldiers, who surrounded his house and were 
supposed to guard his property, but who, in 
reality, are thereto keep a watch on him. 

He should hear little children, 
Ameriéan parents, come into the Consulate 
and ask for a piece of bread. He should see 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
machinery standing idle, covered with rust 
and dirt, or lying twisted and broken under 
fallen walls.

SPAIN REPORTS ON RUIZ'S DEATH. 


Duke of Tetuan Cables Washington It 
Was Caused by Congestion 
of the Brain.

Madrid, Spain, Feb, 27.—{Copyright, 1807, 
by Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—Spain’s Foreign Minister, the Duke 
of Tetuan, has cabled to the Spanish Lega- 
tion at Washington the contents of a tele- 
gram from the Marquis of Ahumada, the 
acting Captain-General at Havana, stating 
that an official inquiry shows no blame at- 
taches to the officials of the prison, to the 
other prisoners, or to the authorities of 
Guanabacoa for the death of Dr. Ruiz. The 
Marquis adds that both the Spanish and the 
American physicians have officially certified 
that Ruiz’s death was due to congestion of 
the brain, and there was no indication ofa 
blow or ill-treatment. 

All the newspapers, except, the cautious 
ministerial organs, are echoing the extreme 
irritation of all classes of the Spanish peoplc, 
and severely censure the government for ad- 
vising the Queen to grant Sanguilly liberty. 
Several papers believe the incident will lead 
to the resignation of the Canovas Ministry. 

Gen. Weyler steadfastly opposed the par- 
doning of Sanguilly. 

Sefior Sagasta made the following state- 
ment to the Herald: The government be- 
lieves that ylelding everything will appease 
the wrath of the United States, unmindful 
that that is just the way to make them exact 
more and more. The government has carried 
out a war policy. by conceding reforms under 
conditions that will produce no result except 
that of giving them prestige from the begin- 
ning. It would be impossible for Sefior 
Canovas or any one else to execute the re- 
forms. The rainy season will come and, 
peace not having been achieved, the problem 
will thus be made more complex. Such con- 
ditions make it impossible to calculate con- 
sequences.

New-Yorker will be a pauper every time. 
There is no gainsaying these facts. They 
are amply supported by figures and statis- 
tics. During the year 1895 a total of 737,171 
patients asked and received gratuitous med- 
ical treatment at the hospitals and dispen- 
saries of the city. That is 80 per cent of the 
population New York claims and a larger 
proportion doubtless of its actual popula- 
tion. The efforts of the medical profession 
of the city to furnish free treatment to the 
poor are worthy of all praise, but they are 
awakening to the fact that they are thereby 
robbing themselves of the patronage of many 
who are able to pay, and when patients whe 
live in fine houses or first-class hotels ride 
in carriages to a dispensary, or near to it, to 
seek free medicine and attendance, the doc- 
tors think it is time something should be 
done. 

A committee of ten recently appointed by 
the County Medical Society to investigate 
the subject of free dispensaries and free 
hospital treatment will report that their in- 


‘discriminate charity is greatly abused. 


Recently Dr. Landon C. Gray, President 
of the society, delivered an address giving a 
remarkable series of figures showing to 
what great proportions the free treatment 
had grown, especially among people who 
could afford to pay for medical services. 
In twenty-six hospitals during the year 1805 
there were 75,368 patients treated free, and 
in the 114 dispensaries 661,803, making a 
total of 737,171 patients given free treat- 
ment. This number was 39 per cent of the 
total population. The proportion last year 
was undéubtedly larger, but the statistics 
have not been tabulated 0 

In attendance upon the dispensaries in 
1895 were 949 medical men, or 27 per cent 
of the total number of physicians in the 


city. The figures of charity patients did not 


include those treated at city institutions. 
Dr. Gray cited several cases of persons well 
able to command expert medical treatment 
going to dispensaries and representing 
themselves as paupers. Patients come trom 
distant cities, put up at a hotel, seek a clinic 
for medical advice, and when told in one 
dispensary that they are not fit objects of 
charity speed away in indignation to an- 
other,

Soon after 
my arrival in this city I spent a day or two 
selecting red, white, and blue satin and 
Parnell green ribbon for the belt to be worn 
by Jim when he meets Fitzsimmons. I em- 
ployed my leisure time at work on the belt 
and had nearly finished it, when one day I 
broke my needle. : 

Now, if there is anything in the world 
that is unlucky it ‘is to a needle. I 
nearly lost my breath. I considered it an 
unlucky omen and thought it a forecast of 
my htsband’s defeat at Carson. 

I began work on the belt on Friday, and 
I knew no amount of skill or strength on 
Jim's part could ever overcome such a com- 
bination of unlucky ‘circumstances, and the 
belt went into the fire with little ceremony. 

I bought new material and began the sec- 
ond belt on my lucky day. 1 worked on it 
only on Wednesday afterneons and intend 
to finish it on the Wednesday before the 
fight.

CORBETT'S HITTING POWERS IMPROVED 


White Is Impressed with the Force of 
His Blows Now as Compared with 
Performances a Few Years 480.

W. R. Hearst.j—In order to get good idea 
of Corbett's speed I suggested to him last 
night that he do his boxing this morning be- 
fore going in for any other form of work. 
It appeared to me that after putting in an 
hour at handball, as Has been his custom, 
the edge would naturally be taken off his 
vim and that a person seeing him for the 
first time uhder these circumstances could 
not receive the proper impression as to Cor- 
bett’s abilities either in the line of fast work, 
offensive work, or defensive work. 

Jim fell in with my idea and opened today’s 
program with a bout with Jefferies. He more 
than fulfilled my expectations in every way. 
He proved that he possesses every necessary 
qualification for a boxer—unlimited speed 
and the nicest kind of precision in delivering 
and avoiding blows. No other boxer that I 
ever looked at is anything near as accom- 
plished. 

What impressed me particularly was his 
hitting powers. He shows an increase of 35 
per cent over his hitting abilities of a few 
years ago. There seems to be no limit to his 
variety of punches, and whether at short 
range or long range he is peculiarly ef- 
fective when he lands on the point aimed for. 

He dropped Jefferies this morning with the 
shortest of short arm punches and he

Feb. 27.—{Copyright, 1897, 
by W. R. Hearst.}—There was blood on the 
floor at Corbett’s handball court this morn- 
ing. It wasn’t ankle deep, of course, but 
there were well defined smears of it acrose 
the tongued and grooved boards. The walls 
were also flecked with the red fluid. There 
were the lingering traces of two falls—steam 
slugging matches, in Which Herculean Jet- 
feries and “Pneumatic” Woods Were sent to 
the floor in turn. : 

The thing came about in this way: Char- 
ley White, who is: here to assist in training 
Corbett, was asked on his arrival yesterday 
to give his first impression of Pompadour 
Jim. White politely declined, advancing as 
his reason that he had only been a few 
hours on the ground, and that he did not feel 
that he was in a position to speak with au- 
thority as to Jim's qualifications and condi- 
tions. White’s remarks were made in Cor- 
bett’s presence, and, while Jim commended 
his trainer's honesty of purpose, it is just 
possible that the champion entertained a 
lingering suspicion that the new arrival had 
noticed something amiss... Last night ghe 
matter was broached at the camp, and W Hite 
made a suggestion. 

Jim,“ said he, I'd like to get an idea 
of your speed and strength, but it is im- 
possible for me to do so as long as you follow 
your program as at Present. Instead of 
banging away at handball for an hour be- 
fore putting on the gloves, would you mind 
boxing with somebody first? . I'll then be 
able to see you extended while you are rresh, 
and I will tell you honestly what I think.“ 


Corbett Tries the Scheme. 

Jim thought the scheme a sensible one, 
and proceeded to put it in practice this 
morning. He did no more work in the very 
early hours than he would have done if this 
was the day of the fight.- 

He breakfastéd at 9 o’Glock and rested until 
half-past 10, to allow his meal to digests A 
quarter of an hour later he stepped into the 
handball court with Jefferies, feeling as full 
of ginger as a 2-year-old colt. Jefferies was 
warned that the bout was to bein the nature 
of a try-out, and braced himself for heavy 
weather. The go which followed possessed 
all the earmarks of a fight. Jefferies, who 
has the true fighting spirit in him, cut out 
the pace. He knew that it was Corbett's in- 
tention to lay on hard and fast, and he sen- 
sibly concluded that he might as welldoa 
bit of thumping while being thumped. 

Corbett kept drawing back so as to allow 
Jefferies’ big fists to skim past his nose, but 
never failed to return’ with counters that 
covered the novice’s face with inflamed 
patches and.caused his nose and lips to 
trickle with blood. In the clinches, and there 
were several of them, Jefferies was all at sea, 
the champion gripping his opponent’s shoul- 
ders and neck and forcing his head back 
until Jefferies was compelled to loosen his 
hold and totter away. The hard blows and 
the pressure on his neck had no deterrent 
effect on him. Just as soon as he could pull 
himself together he went after Corbett 
again, and such seasoned fight-followers as 
Delaney and White were loud in their praises 
of the new man’s grit. 

Like a Move on the Checkerboard. 

On one occasion Corbett backed into a 
corner and Jefferie made herioc efforts to 
swat him before he escaped. It was like 
a move on the checker beard, Corbett see- 
sawing, and the swarthy giaut from the 
crauge belt stepped from side to side intent 
on, preventing the champlon’s escape. It 
was merely a bit of practice work on 
Jim’s part, for he has a dozen and one meth- 
ods of getting out of such a tight place. He 
staid there until he convinced the man be- 
fore him that he was trying to locate a 
Will-o’-th-wiSp, then he drove Jefferies 
back with a straight left hander and went 
past him into the open space. 

Jefferies was bewildered and at the same 
time there was a suspicious glint in his 
eye. His blood was up and he wanted to 
achieve something before time was called. 
He pressed Corbett hard, and Jim fell back. 
Suddenly Corbett made a stand and waited 
for one of Jefferies’ left swings. Jim dent 
his head so as to avoid contact and sent 
his right in with a jerky up-swing. He 
reached Jefferies’ jaw and the big fellow 
flopped on his knees, his face resting against 
Corbett’s stomach. Corbett placed the 
palms of his hands to the sides of Jefferies’ 
head and steadied him for a few seconds. 
When the fog cleared from Jefferies’ brain 
Corbett assisted him to his feet, and the 
bout was over. 

Jefferies was rather & disheveled bruiser 
as he reeled to the dreasing-room. Woods 
then appeared on the scene, clad in his pneu- 
matics. He fared no better than Jefferies, de- 
spite his protectors. Corbett was the ag- 
gressor in this case, and in less than haif 
a minute he had Woods staggering like a 
drunken man. *

Corbett has not taken to the roads as yet, 
and, judging from their miry condition, it 
will be some days before he indulges in any 
outdoor exercise. His work today lasted for 
an hour and three-quarters in the morning 
and nearly three hours in the afternoon. 
The afternoon sparring was not of a heavy 
description. He played several games of 
handball, and developed the fact that he 
outclasses his brother Joe at the game and at 
the same time is inferior to Al Hampton. 


Fits Works Around the Ranch. 

Fitzsimmons did not do any road work to- 
day. His exercise around the ranch was a 
departure from the ordinary routine fol- 
lowed by pugilists. He began by sawing 
wood, This he kept up for an hour, and then 
he went to juggling with the head of a 
sledgehammer. He tossed it between his 
legs and over his head, both back and for- 
ward, and sent the missile greater dis- 
tances than did his trainers. He also boxed 
several rounds with Hickey and Stelzner. 
In all his morning work lasted for two hours. 
In the afternoon he began work in his gym- 
nasium at 3 o'clock. He opened up with 
twelve rounds at the punching-bag, giving 


when fighting. He sparred three rounds 
each with Hickey, Roeber, and Stelzner, 
and had a long wrestling bout with Roeber 
to wind up with. After his rub down Fitz- 
simmons was as red as a lobster. He said 
that he was feeling strong and limber, and 
that his confidence in his ability to defeat 
Corbett was not abated in the least. 

Fitz shows some slight effects of his heavy 
work.

WILL DEPRIVE MILLIONS OF HOMES. 


Railroads, Western Business-Men, and 
Settlers Join te Oppose Cleve- 
land’s Forestry Proclamation. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 27.—[Special.}—Omaha 
merchants and officials of the railroads lead- 
ing toethe Northwest are till greatly exer- 
cised over the order of President Cleveland 
setting aside over 21,000,000 acres of land in 
Wyoming, South Dakota, Utah, and Mon- 
tana for forestry reservations. They have 
succeeded in enlisting the codperation of the 
Senators and Congressmen from the States 
concerned in opposition to the executive 
order. 

It is hoped to defeat the purposes of the 
executive order and save for settlement and 
development a large proportion of the lands 
indicated by securing the passage of ah 
amendment to the sundry civil bill in the 
Senate. 

Telegrams have been pouring into the 
Commercial club and headquarters of Omaha 
railroads from all parts of Wyoming, South 
Dakota, and Montana. 

The estimate is that 900.000 families will 
be deprived of homes if the measure goes 
into effect. Senator Allen of this State is 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on For- 
estry, and as such is being appealed to by 
friends on all sides to secure such legislation 
as will destroy the effect of President Cleve- 
land’s order. 

All the telegrams recdived here from Wy- 
oming and South Dakota today express the 
greatest fear that the proclamation will 
not be withdrawn. 


“ There is no doubt the privilege of cutting 
timber for use in mining operations has 
been shamefully abused.“ said Thomas 
Chalmers, Treasurer of Fraser & Chalmers.

Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 27.—{Special. }—Retiring 
Treasurer of the State of Nebraska Joseph 
Bartléy was arrested this afternoon for fall- 
ing to account for over a half million dollars. 
The warrant was sworn out by Attorney- 
General Smyth. Bartley had been given until 
today to turn over the money. He said he 
could not get the money in so short a time 
nor within less than a year, and at once ar- 
ranged to have his bond ready at the time 
the warrant was served. It was signed by 
a large number of prominent citizens for 
$200, 000. 

The ex-Treasurer has been prominent ip 
commercial! and political circles of the State 
for fifteen «ears. He was a banker at At- 
kinson before being elected Treasurer. The 
complaint charges that he stole in all $550,- 
000 in various sums and from different funds. 

The most flagrant specific charge is that 
of failing to account for a warrant for $200,- 
000 issued by special appropriation to the 
Legislature to replace in the school fund 
that amount stolen by Charles Mosher, Pres- 
ident of the Capital National of this city, 
who is now in the Sioux Falls Penitentiary 
for the theft of that and other sums. 

Bartley’s Explanations. 

Bartley has made a number of explana- 
tions as to why he does not turn over the 
money. They are mostly to the effect that 
it is deposited in banks of the State that 
would be forced to close if called upon for 
immediate payment. Yet he fails to géve 
the incoming Treasurer or the Governor a 
list of these banks where he asserts he has 
deposited every dollar that is missing. He 
refuses to give the names of the banks on the 
theory that if it were known they held 80 
much State funds it would discredit them 
to such an extent as to ruin them. 

However, it is openly charged that Bart- 
ley speculated in Cripple Creek mining prop- 
erty, and is said to have tied up over 100,- 
000 in that source. He loaned large sums 
privately to friends. His bond is good for 
the whole sum alleged to be missing, but 
the efforts of the State to collect on the 
bonds of defaulting officials in the past do 
not encourage much hops that anything can 
be secured in a lawsuit. 

Bartley Has Many Friends. 


Bartley is a popular man, and thousands 
of his friends are aggressively asserting that 
he is not short a dollar,.that he has a certifi- 
cate of deposit from a Nebraska bank for 
every dollar missing, and that he is too good 
a citizen to press these banks for payment 
and see a panic in Nebraska financial insti- 
tutions. They further say the Populists are 
persecuting him for political capital. 

There are four, clauses in the complaint. 
The twelfth count charges him with embez- 
zlement of the total-amount $537,762.93, 
and the thirteenth count chargés in a differ- 
ent form the same offense with relation to 
the same amount. The fourteenth count 
charges that Bariley on Jan 7, 1807, stole the 
$537,762.93. 

Bartley’s ball was fixed at $50,000 for ap- 
pearance next Thursday for a preliminary 
hearing.

SHERIFF ON JUDGMENT NOTES. 


Minority Stockholders Assert the Con- 
fession Was in Contempt of a Sup- 
pressed Restraining Order by 
Judge Showalter and Hint at Fraud 
in the Promissory Paper—E. B. Me- 
Kee Made Receiver in Another Suit 
—History of the Trouble. 


Willoughby, Hill & Co, the clothiers, 
were closed yesterday by the Sheriff on two 
judgement notes held by the Fort Dearborn 
National Bank and aggregating $81,611. The 
minority stockholders, represented by At- 
torney Newman, charge that the filing of the 
notes was in contempt of a suppressed re- 
straining order entered by Judge Showalter 
of the Federal Court on Feb. 20, hint at 
fraud in the notes themselves, and say they 
will have them examined by microscopic 
experts to determine their authenticity. 

Soon after the Sheriff's levy Alfred Ben- 
jamin & Co., creditors of the concern for 
$3,405, filed a bill in the Circuit Court for a 
receiver, and Judge Hanecy appointed E. 
B. McKee, who qualified with bonds of 
$75,000. 

The litigation in which the clothing house 
is involved is primarily the outcome of 
troubles among the stockholders, the Hill 
interests in Chicago being arrayed on one 
side and members of the Stein-Bloch com- 
pany, clothing manufacturers of Rochester, 
N. ., who are the minority stockholders in 
the Chicago concern, on the other. 

Last week, it appears, the Rochester men 
heard that confessions.on the Fort Dear- 
born Bank notes might be made, and ap- 
pealed to Judge Showalter for an order re- 
straining any preference in favor of the 
bank or Mary E. Hill, and for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

Injunction Is Suppressed. 

The injunction was issued, but upon repre- 
sentation that the stockholders’ troubles 
might be settled the court ordered the mat- 


ter suppressed. The restraining order ex- 


tended until Friday. The hearing will come 
before Judge Showalter at 10 a. m. tomor- 
row. | 

On Wednesday last Attorney Newman and 
Frank P. Smith, the attorney for the bank, 
appeared before, Judge. Showalter and re- 
quested a postponement of the hearing till 
Monday. Statements of the attorneys differ 
as to whether Mr. Smith agreed that matters 
should remain in statu quo till Monday. 

The motes’ filed in court are dated before 
the time when the injunction was issped. 
This is the point on which the attorneys will 
clash. Attorney Newman made this state- 
ment: 

“The total indebtedness of Willoughby, 
Hill & Co. to the bank was only $35,000 on a 
note issued on Dec, 31. But it seems to me as 
if President Hill, not wishing his wife’s name 
to appear as one of the preferred creditors, 
entered into an arrangement with the bank 
by which Mrs. Hill’s note for $42,000 should 
be entered in the court in the name of the 
bank. This $42,000 judgment, which is on a 
note dated Jan. 2, is in fact Mr. Hill's, and 


is so charged on the books of'the company. 


Discusses the Notes. 

“Now on either Jan. 15 or 16 Luther M. 
Tracy, treasurer of the company, told Mr. 
Katz, a representative of the Stein-Bloch 
companys, that the only notes Mrs. Hill held 
were four time notes, which expired at in- 
tervals of several months from Nov. 7, 1896, 
to Aug. 7, 1807. If that was true then we 
can't account for the larger note filed in 
court today. We are now preparing a peti- 
tion to present to Judge Showalter on Mon- 
day morning, setting forth what we believe 
to be a fraudulent contract, a violation of 
the injunction, and we are asking in it that 
D. K. Hill, Attorney Smith, Luther M. Tracy, 
and James Tracy Hill be attached for con- 
tempt.’’ 

Neither D. A. Hill nor James Tracy Hill, 
sons of D. K. Hill, would discuss the charges 
of the minority stockholders. D. K. Hill was 
in New York, but was expected to return last 
night. Attorney Smith said the judgment 
notes were given from six weeks to two 
months ago. 

The bill fled by the Rochester parties 
gave a full history of the financial difficulties 
of the corporation. It states the assets on 
Jan. 1, 1897, as $150,000, and the indebtedness 
as $198,859. The concern is alleged to have 
been running under an annual loss of $50,000. 

Willoughby, Hill & Co. was one of the 
oldest firms in the city. The business was 
started thirty years ago, but C. L. Willough- 
by sold his interest to Mr. Hill in 1898. The 
middle of January Mr. Hill secured contro] 
of the Board of Directors by the election on 
it of himself, his two sons, and his brother-in- 
law, Mr. Tracy. Mr. Hill is also director in 
the Fort Dearborn Bank. , 

Recetver McKee took out a replevin writ 
‘for the books of the concern, and Deputy 
Coroner Phillips made the levy. The Sheriff 
did ot interfere.

Mrs. Fuller was the widow of Asehel Ful- 
ler, at one time a prominent and wealthy 
citizen of Bloomington, III., and who, al-

friend of Abraham Lincoln. Mra. Fuller was 
born in Portage County. O., and traces her 
lineage direct from Miles Standish on her 
mother’s side. Her husband’s ancestry 
also came over in the Mayflower. Mrs. Ful- 
ler’s maiden name was Bryant, and when a 
little girl she lived in Salem, III., and was a 
member of the Sunday-school class taught 
by Ann Rutledge, the early love of Abraham 
Lincoln. Mrs. Fuller frequently spoke of 
the death and funeral of Miss Rutledge and 
said she was one of those who ministered to 
her in her last illness. ‘ 

A few years ago Mrs. Fuller designed a 
peculiar medallion and had it patented. It 
was composed of melon seeds and steel beads, 
and was originally intended for “ enriching 
costumes. iter it was found the design 
could be easily used in other ways. Over 
this medallion a long-continued suit has been 
going on with Marshall Field & Co., which 
finally resulted in a decree by Judge Blodgett 
ordering an accounting, and an appeal was 
taken which is yet to be decided. ne of the 

cullar features of the case is that Mrs. 
Fuller’s daughter, Miss Ezerean Fuller, dis- 
couraged over the tactics of her lawyers, 
asked and gained the consent of Judge 
Blodgett to act as her mother’s attorney. 
Unversed in the devious ways of the law, 
she went to the Public Library, secured a 
copy of Walker’s Treatise on Patent Laws, 
studied it carefully, and going before the 
court conducted the case alone, and without 
making a plea secured the decree ordering 
an accounting. 

The daughter, who is the authority for the 
above history of her mother, says the strain 
of this lawsuit proved too much for her 
mother’s health, and two years ago she suf- 
fered nervous prostration and gradually 
grew worse until she died, the direct cause of 
death being sp!nal trouble.

AMENDMENTS (0 THE MUNICIPAL CODE 


One Plans to Shear the City Clerk of 
Fat Fees, the Other to Change the 
Real Estate License Scheme. 


The City Council probably will be asked 
soon to pass certain amendments to laws 
in the municipal code which Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Boyden is now preparing. 
One will compel the City Clerk to turn over 
to the city quarterly all fees collected on 
license tags. It will amend Van Cleave’s 
peddlers’ tin tag ordinance so that the ped- 
der may purchase the license tags or plates 
from the city at cost, thereby taking away 
from that official an annual income from 
perquisites of about $25,000. The new plan 
is to have different colored peddlers’ tags 
for each quarter, so the police may see at a 
glance whether or not a peddler has taken 
out a license for the current quarter. 

The other amendment applies to the or- 
dinance Mcensing real estate brokers. Under 
the new law real estate men who deal on 
commission and agents representing prop- 
erty will be exchified. The amendment will 
apply exclusively: to real estate dealers, and 
will be so drawn as to give the city author- 
ity to compel each person engaged in the 
business to pay an annual license fee of $25. 

The amendments,’ it is said, were sug- 
gested by Controller Wetherell, and Mayor 
Swift favors them. 

“You remember the story of the fellow 
who threw grass at the other fellow up a 
tree,” said Controller Wetherell yesterday, 
in the midst of a discussion regarding City 
Clerk Van Cleave’s departure for Wash- 
ington. “ Well, when he found he couldn't 
bring down his man by throwing grass he 
began to throw stones. That's me. I've 
been throwing grass at Van Cleave, but 
when he comes back from the inaugural 
ceremonies you will hear of my using a 
slungshot. I intend to have a supplemental 
report of the fees collected by him last 
year, and I shall not let him slip through 
my fingers again.

IN MEMORY OF JACOB GREENEBAUM. 


Congregation of Isaiah Temple Joins 
in Special Services, Which Are Fol- 
lowed by a Family Reunion. 


Special services were held yesterday morn- 
ing by the congregation of Isaiah Temple, 
at Oakland Hall, Thirty-ninth street and 
Ellis avenue, the occasion being the 100th 
anniversary of Jacob Greenebaum’s birth. 
Four surviving children were present— 
namely: Henry, Ellas, and David Greene- 
baum, and Mrs. A. Wise, besides a score of 
grardchildren and great-grandchildren. 

Dr. Stolz delivered a sermon on the life 
and character of Jacob Greenebaum, and a 
part of the regular service of the church was 
read by Henry Greenebaum, who is Presi- 
dent of the congregation, and after the con- 
clusion of Dr. Stols's discoursean informal 
family reunion was held.

George J. Whittaker, C. A. A., last night 
in the tank of the Chicago Athletic Asso- 
clation won the swimming championship 
of America, both at 100 and 440 yards. 

In the last named event he beat the record 
(6:41), finishing in 6:27 2-5. But the glory of 
the performance was shared by 8. B. 
French, K. A. C., who was only four-fifths 
of a second behind, according to the judges, 
but who seemed to an outsider to be beaten 
by about two feet. 

French took the lead and held it to the 
fourth lap (there were twenty-two laps in 
all), when Whittaker got to his head. The 

‘champion had turned on his back socn after 
the start, but now was swimming with the 
side stroke, which French used throughout 
the race. 

Paul Neumann, the winner of the 300 
meter race at Athens, was third, but falling 
behind rapidly on the seventh lap he nearly 
collided with Whittaker. @vasion of this 
accident brought in play some evolut‘ons 
of marked merit, as showing extreme pres- 
ence of mind on the part of both men. 
Neumann dove and Whittaker threw him- 
self over him by a quick turn on his back. 

At the tenth lap Whittaker turned on his 
back again, using whet is Known as the 
“roller stroke.“ Here Neumann quit the 
race. Up to the twentieth lap the spectators 
suppoged that the champion was jogging. 
he being the length of his body in the lead, 

But when his coach cried Come on, 
French,” at the finish, the New-Yorker 
spurted and the finish could not have been 
a finer one. 

Close Struggle for Third. 

The struggle for third place was equally 
close between Fred Wenck and Louis Fitz- 
patrick, the former winning. Both men 
were beaten away off by the leaders, but 
Fitzpatrick’s performance was a great one 
considering that he started for the first time. 

In the 220 yards D. M. Reeder, N. T. A. C., 
also beat the record under like conditions, 
going the distance in 2:58, winning as he 
pleased from Paul Neumann, three-fifths of 
a second behind. G. Van Cleaf, Normandie 
Murray, and Fred Wenck also started, the 
latter coming third. 

In the 100 yards Whittaker, when well 
ahead, was run into by G. Van Cleaf, and 
so retarded that the judges were some time 
deciding the winner, and it really looked 
like a dead heat. Normandie Murray was 
a close contestant, and wam so fast that 
Whittaker here used the double overhand 
(dog fashion) stroke, which is said to pro- 
duce the greater speed, with possibly the 
exception of single arm d leg mrove- 
ment, which last night was*not shown at 
all. Noticeable by its absence was the 
breast (frog) stroke, the only one known as 
boys by elderly men of the present day.

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“ INSPECTOR OF UMPIRES AND PLAY- 
ERS” WILL VISIT BALL GAMES. 


His Duties Are te Report Misbehavior 
ent Members of Any Team to the 
President and Secretary of the 
League and Watch the Work of the 
Officiala Who Rule the Diamond— 
Brooklyn Not Allowed te Change 
the Scale of Prices. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 27.—[Special.}—After 
another extended session, which lasted until 
nearly 5 o'clock this evening, the league 
magnates finally succeeded in disposing of 
all their business and adjourned sine die. 

Last night's hanquet appeared to have a 
soothing effect upon those who were disap- 
pointed at the outcome of yesterday’s set- 
to, for there was no further exhibition of ill 
feeling manifested. 

It was shortly after noon that they came 
together and grappled with the report of the 
Committee on Umpires. This committee Had 
recommended the appointment as chief of 
umpires Mr. John B. Day at a salary of 
$3,000 a year, but to this objection was made. 
After a lively discussion a substitute was 
offered that an inspector of umpires be creat- 
ed at a ealary of $2,000, the Secretary to ap- 
point the inspector. 


Duties of the Inspector. 

This again was amended by Mr. Byrne so 
that the new official should be known as 
inspector of umpires and players. He made 
the point the players needed looking after 
as much as the umpires. ‘‘ Managers,” said 
he, who as a rule are quick to note wrong- 
doing generally, close their eyes when the 
offender is one of their own players. A dis- 
interested official, on the other hand, would 
take cognizance of flagrant misbehavior and 
it should be his duty to report any such 
breach to the President and Secretary, who, 
in turn, would notify the club to which the 
offending player belonged. 

The Secretary should then impose a fine 
and warn the player against a repetition. 
Hearsay evidence is not to be accepted. The 
inspector must himself observe the breach. 
As his coming would be unheralded the 
players could not time themselves as to 
their behavior and the knowledge that he 
might drop in at any time would serve as a 
check.“ 

This view was accepted by the league, and 
the report as amended adopted. While no 
name was mentigned, it was understood that 
Mr. Day would receive the place. As the 
duties of the Secretary were increased his 
salary was also raised $1,000. 

When this matter had been disposed of the 
Brooklyn club asked permission to change 
the scale of prices of admission. It was pro-

Fear of Lord Hert- 
ford preventing them from marrying while 
he lived made them cautigus, but on his

legitimized. He was clever, popular, and

Chicagoan Bluffs a Count. 

An amusing club scandal is reported from 
Nice in which an unnamed American from 
Chicago is involved. He was playing bac- 
carat at the Mediterranean club, when a dis- 
pute arose. A French Count, who was one 
of the players, remarked: 

“Stupid Americans who don’t understand 
the game should not be allowed to play.” 

The Chicagoan retorted in strong, sarcas- 
tic language, which forced the committee 
of the club to demand an apology. The 
American replied that he was willing to 
apologize to the club, but not to the Count. 
The Frenchman, of coursé, sent_a challenge.

Proposes a Duel to the Death. 
He again refused, decid@4 to act without 
geconds, and sent this interesting note to 
the Count’s Seconds: 

“J, —, of Chicago, do absolutely and 
flatly refuse to apologize to Count —, and, 
furthermore, I am willing to give him sat- 
isfaction. I propose, as my seconds will 
not act, to fight him without seconds oD 
either side in a duel to the death, I to be 
lowed the use of a six-chamber, fully loaded, 
American Smith & Wesson revolver, and 
he can use a weapon of any make he may 
like, the distance to be not more than ten 
paces. I am also willing to make a side bet 
of 400 francs, the survivor to take the lot 
to cover expenses. What has been said can 
only be washed out in blood, I truet you 
will see your way to dispense with some of 
the formalities that usually make duels 
more of a farce thana reality.” 

The reply from the seconds of the Count 
was a polite refusal of the terms, and Nice 
is now awaiting developments.

Lord Hertford lived almost wholly in 
Paris, then the center of the art world, and 
passed his time between the auction room 
and the coulisses.

He 
died in 1842 and was succeeded by his son, 
who inherited his father’s character and 
tastes with his estates.

Sir Richard Wallace is commonly reputed 
to have been his son, but those who knew 
most about the Marquis have always been 
the most mystified as to Sir Richard Wal- 
lace’s . and true relation to Lord 
Hertford. In the best informed circles in 
Paris and London it is believed that he was 
not his son but his natural half-brother, as 
there was only sixteen years difference th 
their ages. 

The Hertfords were a queer lot, and it is 
known that Sir Richard was never let into 
the secret of his birth.

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| accomplished, the idol of his parents. 


He in turn formed an attachment for an 
actress at the Comédie Francaise. The 
match was forbidden by Sir Richard, and, 
shortly afterward young Wallace was found 
dead at Bagatelle, Sir Richard's splendid 
mansion at Long Champs. His death was 
attributed to heart disease, but there were 
sinister rumors that he killed himself. 

This darkened the lives of Sir Richard and 
Lady Wallace. The former retired from Par- 
liament, where he sat as a member for 
an Ulster constituency, where he had ex- 
tensive estates. He also retired from socie 
ty, and the grand entertainments at Baga- 
telle and Hertford House were suddenly and 
finally stopped. 

Lady Wallace had been received at the 
English court on her husband's creation as 
a Baronet, but two years before her son’s 
death she was informed that her name had 


| been struck off the Queen's visiting list.

Plain Talk by the Bishop. 
The Bishop of London spoke from the text, 
“The Body Ie Not for Fornication, but for 
the Lord, and the Lord for the Body.“ He 
said that he was there to speak plainly ona 
subject of vital importance, both to the indi- 
vidual and to the natienal life. It was use- 


‘less to speak of it except directly and 


straightforwardly. There was a strong 
temptation to pick upghabits and ways of 
looking at things from those around one, but 


grue manhood meant facing questions for 


one’s self and reaching principles. Religion 
saved men from a low and irresponsible view 
of life because it demanded that they should 
view their lifeinits relation toGod. Under the 
term life everything was included, the body 
as well as the soul; No part of a man could 
De dismissed as outside the sphere of relig- 
jon, least of all the body. 


Danger of Impurity. 

The Bishop proceeded to show the différ- 
ence between the body, which was natural 
and holy, and the flesh, which meant bodily 
appétites, undisciplined and unrestrained. 
He dwelt upon the danger of impurity te 
society as destructive of the race and of the 
higher forms of civilization. He pointed 
out its brutalizing effect on the character, as 
cruelty: and callousness of heart always ac- 
companied lust. Pure love was the founda- 
tion of the home and of the family, and 
purity once lost could never be entirely re- 
gained. 

The eminent preacher was, of course; lis- 
tened to with the closést attention, the large 
congregation remaining, with few excep- 
tions, until it was dismissed shortly before 
1 o’clock. It is announced that the Bishop 
of London will lead a much larger movement, 
which will be of the nature of a united cru- 
sade of the church against vice in London.

RUSSO-JAPANESE TREATY PUBLISHED. 


British Press Declares It Means the 
Substitution ef Russian for Chi- 
mese Domination in Corea. 


London,* Feb. 27.—Much attention has 
been attracted by the Russo-Japanese treaty, 
published in the Official Messenger this week.

Opinion in German Political Circles 
That the Kaiser and the Govern- 
ment Have Taken an III-Advised 
Step—William’s Knee Is Said to Be 
Giving Him Much Trouble—Leiysic 
University Building to Be Reded- 
icated. 


Berlin, Feb. 27.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.

DUBOIS TAUNTS THE REPUBLICANS. 


Insists That They Cannot Organize the 
Next Senate or Passa Tariff 
Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—During a lull 
in the Senate proceedings Mr. Daniel pre- 
sented certified copies of the naturalization 
papers of Julio Sanguilly, and had them 
printed, with extracts from the law showing 
their regularity.

You have 
not the power to organize the Senate.“ 

Mr. Nelson—Who are you referring to? 

Mr. Dubois—You will not organize your 
Senate. 

Mr. Nelson—Who are you referring to when 
pointing over here? 

Mr. Dubois—I am referring to the Repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Nelson—What have you got against 
them? 

Mr. Dubois—I have this against them, 
that while saying to us for years, we wil 
help you make this fight for silver,“ you come 
out at St. Louis as the advocate of the single 


gold standard and now you see what you 


were warned of there, you lose the coast Sen- 
ators. Just so fast as the people of that sec- 
tion have an election for Senator just so 
fast will a Republican Senator go down. 
There have been seven Senators elected 
there to take the places of seven Rpublicans. 
One Republican comes back of the seven, and 
just so fast, I say to you, as the people there 
have a chance to express themselves just so 
fast will you lose a Republican 
Senator if you cling to the sim 
gie gold standard. You cannot organ- 
ize the next Senate, nor can you organize 
any other Senate. As we said at St. Louis, 
the Republican party is a party which as 
a party has written its last Jaw on the 
statute books of this country. If you get 
your tariff bill through it will not be by 
Republican votes. You have not enough of 
them. You cannot get them; they do not 
belong to you, and you will be further from 
getting them in the Senate after two years. 
Therefore, I say this is a good time at the

Then he went to the Cap- 
series of consultations with 
Senators Sherman, Hoar, Allison, and other 
leaders and authorities on Senatorial law. 
The question largely concerned the situation 
in Oregon, which has come to be considered 
a knotty point, owing to the rival Legis- 
latures there. The decision in the Delaware 
case has aroused some fears that a vacancy 
will be created in Oregon which cannot pos- 
sibly be filled in a way satisfactory to a 
majority of the Senate. 


Mr. Hanna Is Satisfied. 

Mr. Hanna expressed himself as being 
hopeful of a satisfactory outcome of the 
imbroglio, but did not indicate just how it 
was to be accomplished; in tact, did not 
seem to know. He said he would take his 
seat in the Senate as soon after March 4 as 
possible. Senator Sherman's resignation 
will depend on his confirmation in all prob- 
bility, and after that is secured it will be 
necessary to communicate officially with 
Gov. Bushnell and have Mr. Hanna’s ap- 
pointment sent on here, as of course ihe 
credentials eanndt antedate the resignation. 
There has been some talk in the Senate of a 
conspiracy of the sitver men to defeat Sher- 
man’s confirmation as Secretary cf State, 
but it is not generally believed that bitter 
partisan spirit will be carried to “such an ex- 
tent, for the traditions of Senatorial courtesy 
all insist upon the speedy confirmation of 
the ex-members of the Senate for any execu- 
tive office, regardless of past records or po- 
iitical affiliations. This subject was discussed 
somewhat at today’s conference, but the 
opinion was expressed that even if the silver 
men should decline to confirm the goid Dem- 
ocrats would undoubtedly unite with the 
regular Republicans and put Mr. Sherman 
firmly in his chair at the State Department. 


Many Shining Lights on Hand. 


The arrival of Mr. Hanna and his party 
seemed to be the signal which brought to- 
gether a large contingent of the shining 
lights of the new administration. Stewart L. 
Woodford was at the hotel before Mr. Hanna 
got there, and it was taken for granted that 
he would have an opportunity to say a word 
or two in regard to New York’s possible 
place in the Cabinet, in view of McCook’s 
apparent declination. Powell Clayton, the 
one-armed Arkansas statesman, had rooms 
not too far away from Mr. Hanna and was 
accompanied by a retinue of friends, who 
permeated the hotel and industriously spread 
theh news of the over-powering influence 
— Gen. Powell with the next administra- 
tion. 

Among the first Governors to get here was 
Josiah Grout of Vermont; who had his Green 
Mountain staff with him. Joe Manley, the 
erstwhile custodian of the Reed boom, ar- 
rived on an early train and threw himseli 
into the ante-inauguration work with as 
much vim apparently as if he had never been 
forced to raise the white flag at Louis 
before the convention met. Washington is 
rapidly filling up and the hotels are already 
beginning to put on the screws, freezing out 
old boarders and making ready for the usual 
quadrennial harvest. Two weeks ago fears 
were expressed that the crowd at this in- 
auguration would be much less than during 
previous events, -but within the last two 
or three days applications for rooms have 
poured in and the hotels and boarding houses 
seem destined to be filled to overflowing. Not 
only have the regular inauguration guests 
‘begun to arrive, but there are straggling 
squads and platoons of thieves and tramps 
as well, and the local police force is having 
its hands full looking after them. 


; Detectives Are on the Way. 


The main army of the crooks is not ex- 
pected until next week and by that time 
there will be a respectable little army of 
fly cops ready to receive them, for details 
of detectives are already on the way from 
New York, Philadelphia. Boston, Chicago, 
St. Louis, and other cities. The thieves 
usually find an abundant harvest during 
inauguration Week, because people are 
crowded together and the city is not only 
full of strangers, but also harbors a. large 
contingent of incontestable hayseeds, who 
are attracted by the glitter and show of the 
transter of sovereign power from one man 
to another.

Finally he was noti- 
fied that he must carry out his agreement 
or have his mail stopped, and possibiy have 
the old indictment reinstated or a gew one 
found. Thereupon Mr. Biddison stopped 
his correspondence with the Assistant Attor- 
ney-General entirely and filed a series of 
charges with the Postmaster-General, claim- 
ing that fraud orders were illegitimately 
issued by the department on ex-parte testi-

NEW MILEAGE TICKET GROWS IN FAVOR | fro" 


Committee of Westerm oade Adjourns 
to Tuesday, Wien It Is Thought 
a To- Cent | Hate: Will Carry. 


8 among ek Western roads is 
N growing in favor of an inter- 
changeable mileage ticket. Thus far the 


Western roads have résisted all attempts 
to secure the issue of such tickets, taking 


the position that such issue at 2 cents a 
mile, flat, would in the end result in forcing 
all passenger rates down to the same basis. 

What all the pressure of traveling men and 
threatened adverse legislation failed to do 
is now being brought about by the exigencies 
of competition, which compel many of the 
roads to raise their voices in favor of an 
interchangeable mileage ticket at a fiat 
rate of 2 cents a mile. 

A few of the roads appear to have secured 
@ monopoly of that portion of business which 
travels on mileage tickets. The roads 
‘which are left behind say they cannot stand 
this, and are clamoring for a larger share of 
the business than they are getting. They 
can see no other way to avert a row than by 
the introduction of an interchangeable 
mileage ticket, which is to be good over all 
the roads in the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion. 

The Advisory committee of the mileage 
ticket bureau of the Western roads held a 
meeting yesterday on the present situation. 
A conclusion, however, could not be reached, 
and an adjournment was taken until next 
Tuesday, when the ‘question will probably 
be decided: 

The success of the 5,000-mile inter- 
changeable photographic ticket, which the 
"fines have 
been issuing since the Ist of January this 
year, has also something to do with the 
changed attitude of the Western roads. 
When the Eastern roads first decided to put 
on this ticket the Western roads predicted 
the attempt would prove a failure. At first 
few of the tickets were sold, because no pro- 
vision had been made for the redemption of 
unused portions. Since then a change has 
been made which provides for the redemp- 
tion of any portion of the ticket after 1.000 


miles or more have been used. This has had 


the desired ‘effect and interchangeable 
mileage ticket sales are growing. 

One effect of the action of the Eastern 
road is seen in the stoppage of aftempts to 
secure laws in the States east of Chicago to 
fix the maximum passenger fare at 2 cents 
a mile. 
Similar action as that taken by the Eastern 
roads it is believed it would have the same 
effect, and would enable the Western roads 
to make a better fight against the bills regu- 
lating passenger rates now pending in the 
1 of Illinois and other Western

ENDEAVOR RATES MAY CAUSE A ROW. 


Western Roads Rebel Against Rules 
Which, It Is Claimed, Are Caleulate- 
ed to Prevent Demoralization. 


Present indications point to a serious row 
among the Western roads regarding rates 
for the Christian Endeavor convention at 
San Francisco next July. 

The roads had agreed some time ago to 
make the rate one fare plus $2 for the round 
trip, which rate appears to be entirely satis- 
factory to the Christian Endeavor people. 
To prevent demoralization of rates it had 
been agreed to place in the hands of the 
Chairman of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation the direction of the handling of bus!- 
ness. 

Chairman Caldwell has drawn up ae set of 
regulations under which the business should 
be handled to be acted upon by the associa- 
tion next Friday. Two of these suggestions 
are responsible for the threatened trouble. 
One is that no special trains be run nor spe- 
cial equipment be used until the consent of 
the Chairman be first obtained. Several of 
the roads say they will never submit to such 
a rule. They do not propose to take chances 
of losing business by waiting to get the per- 
mission of the Chairman to run special 
trains. 

The other rule to which objection is made 
is the requirement that roads should report

SOME OF THE WORLD'S FAMOUS BELLS 


Prophet Bell af Villela—Japanese Lit- 
tle Giant—Czsar’s Bell in the Krem- 
lin—Bells of Notre Dume, Paris. 


In this country bells are and always have 
been ultimately aseociated with national as 
well as individual joy and sorrow, says the 
London Daily Mail. When a great victory 
is won the bells crash forth the glad tidings 
from a thousand steeples, while they per- 
form a like office, though, of course, in a 
different key, in the case of a national dis- 
aster. Bells in England, however, have not 
become, like some in other countries, hoary 
with ages of superstition. 

But Spain has a bell that is its prophet. 
It is its soothsayer, oracle, and guide, This 
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bell, the famous Villela, has hung for cent- 
uries in the historic castle, keeping watch 
over the nation. 

It is the most celebrated bell in Europe. 
Its fame rests not so much upon its notes, 
though these are high-pitched, soft, and 
clear, nor upon ita size, for there are other 
bells in Spain much larger, but upon its 
personality. 

The Villele is a Spanish bell that for years 
has foretold any impending trouble to the 
nation. When the father of little Alfonso 
died the ViIllela began tolling in the night 
and tolled until morning light. In the ten 
years’ Cuban war the belles struck awful 
tones on the nights of defeat. And when 
great fires have touched the castle and 
sickness or insurrection threatened the 
throne the Villela has lifted up its voice. 

The Villela has tolled again, and only a 
fortnight ago. It was one short, quick 
stroke. Only a few heard it, but they ran 
to tell the direful tidings, Did it mean more 
disaster in Cuba? Was the war to drain the 
royal vaults beyond penury to debt? The 
Villela would not tell, but it sent out its 
warning note. 

Russia has a coronation bell, the largest 
in the world and weighing 250, pounds. 

It hangs in the Kremlin and is the Em- 
peror’s bell, being rung only in honor of 
him. At the coronation it pealed forth as 
the Emperor entered the church, and its 
voice announced the conclusion of the cere- 
mony to the whole of Russia. The corona- 
tion bell is rung by a bellringer blessed 
by the Emperor as the head of the church. 
The bellringer does no other work and is 
always on duty to tell of important events 
in the imperial family. 

He is pensioned, and is ever polishing up 
the bell in case of need. He rings the bell 
when his Majesty goes to church and in 
case of the death of a Russian monarch. 
The Kremlin bell tolle constantly between 
the death and the time & the funeral. 

As is well known, to Russia belongs the 
largest unrung bell im the world. This bell 
now occuples a building in the Kremlin. 
It was cast two centuries ago, but was found 
too heavy to remove from the pit. The 


Russiam monarchs, one ‘after another, tried 
to have it lifted, and dozens of lives w 
sacrificed in the pit of shifting sand. Final- 
ly fate intervened. A raging fire broke out 
and heated the bell in its pit. A quantity of 
cold water flowed around it, and a great 
lece the size of a door wes broken out.

The best bells made, even if cast correctly, 
have two stall hammers. Or they are made 
to sound Mke tin, and the hammer does not 
strike roundly. One of these, the “ Little 
Glant,“ has never been weighed. It is said 
to weigh comparatively little, 1 of some 
light Japanese metal, but it is thirty feet 
across. It is used to announce births or 
deaths in the royal family. Its clapper is 
a small, elongated affair, that strikes the 
bell with a double sound, and the “ Little 
Glant is easily recognized when heard, 

The bell of Notre Dame, in Montreal, is the 
largest bell in America, but not the sweetest. 
This attribute is claimed by the biggest bell 
of Trinity’s chime, in New York, which is 
surpassing in delicacy and penetrating im its 
pureness. It is cast in E flat. 

The countries of Turkey, Greece, Italy, and 
Egypt have not many famous bells. Bells 
are not in good repute there, from the fact 
that criminals wear them around the neck 
and lepers are strung with them. In the 
temples the high priests decorate their robes 
with small, jangling bells, and this is an- 
other reason why bells cannot become com- 
mon. In Turkey they are conspicuously un- 
popular; indeed, that country is the only 
one that positively forbids the ringing in 
of the New Year by means of bells.

Little Ceremony in Departure. 

The going away of the President-elect is 
to be marked by little ceremony, but,there 
will be a crowd at the station to bid him 
farewell that will rival any of the big ones 
een here during the campaign.

Yesterday three large boxes with express 
tickets to the State Depariment at Wash- 
ington were carried out of one of the down- 
town business blocks where the President- 
elect has had two large offices since the 
campaign began. They contained nearly 25,- 


000 applications for office and their indorse- 


ments. The taking of these from the file 
cases and the sorting and packing have been 
going on for two weeks. 

Hereafter all applications for the 750 places 
that are to be filled must be sent to Wash- 
ington. Already there are about 5,000 ap- 
plications there waiting to be classified, and 
at Mr. Hanna’s office in Cleveland are 5,000 
more letters from people who want places. 

Up-stairs in the McKinley house, waiting 


‘leto be packed away, is the greatest assort- 


ment of campaign relics and souvenirs any 
Presidential candidate has ever received 
from an admiring constituency. Every 
available room, and even the garret, is 
packed full of them, and they are stored 
away in sheds in the yard. 


Constant Shower of Gifts. 


The gifts and souvenirs coming long 
before the campaign opened and there was 
not a day this week when some remembrance 
did not arrive from some part of the United 
States, The live animals that the President- 
elect has received since the St. Louis con- 
vention have founded a zoélogical garden in 
connection with one of the Cantom parks 
and have partially stocked the President- 
elect’s farm. All of the gifts have been 
taken care of, either at the McKinley home 
or at those of his friends, 

Every room in the McKinley house is sup- 
plied with several rocking chairs which 
have come as gifts. One of them, sent by 
admiring Canadians, is made of polished 
black ash and weighs 140 pounds. One of 
the diversions of the newspaper corre- 
spondents on dull days was to watch nerv- 
ous Office-eeekers sit down in the chair and 
attempt to “hitch” it along. An attempt 
to move it elways resulted in a surprised 
look on the face of the occupart. 

Another rocking chair that has been given 


a place in the library is made of small 


hickory with'es, carved with a jack-knife. 

One of the most unique of the gifts is a 
large tree Stump, the bark carefully var- 
nished and the top polished like a mürror. 
It stands on casters and bears a brass plate 
with the names of the donors. 

Evidently every campatgn clu} in the 
United States has sent its photograph to 
the Presidemt-elect, and the number of pict- 
ures of this sort would fill a large wagon. 
Then there are hundreds of other photo- 
graphs of babies who have been named after 
Mr. McKinley, first-born sons of tender 
years wrapped in American flags, and little 
girls in dresses composed of the Stars and 
Stripes. 


MeKinley Burdened with Pipes. 


If Mr. McKinley smoked a pipe he would 
have enough in those donated to him to last 
the rest of his lifetime, constant smoker 
though he is, The pipes have come carved 
from all sorts of wood, and there are many 
elaborate carvings of “ pipestone.” One of 
the last gifts to arrive was a cigar stand in 
the form of a globe of different woods, high- 
ly polished. There are scores of e pluribus

unums“ hand-painted, and bearing the name 
of the giver. In the back yard rests the great 
tin horn that was carried to Canton on the 
shoulders of enthusiastic Republicans. 

The array of wooden chains and whittled 
out curiosities would fill a large room if they 
were gotten t her. They illustrate bet- 
ter than anything .else the oddities of an 
American Presidential campaign. Some of 
them are exceedingly crude, but the donor 
evidently never had seen anything better, 


and had forwarded his creation to head-

Steck the City Parks. 


One of the city parks has a family of rac- 
coons that were captured in different parts 
of the United States and used as campaign 
emblems. After the election they were sent 
to the President-elect as mementos. In the 
game park are seven American eagles that 
were toted in the same way in Republic- 
an parades and then shipped to Canton. 
Sheep, ponies, deer, bear, rabbits, and the 
American hog, some of the latter valuable 
blooded stock, are among the gifts Mr. Me- 
Kinley has received. 

It is estimated that the recent campaign 
has brought nearly a militon and a half 
dollars into Canton. Between 800,000 and 
900,000 people have called on the President- 
elect since he was nominated, as estimated 
by the number of railroad tickets sold here. 
This does not include thousands more who 
have come to Canton from neighboring 
towns by electric car. 


Shakes Hands with a Million. 


Almost every one of this million people 
has shaken hands with Mr. McKinley, and 
has listeked to a speech by him. Even on 
the busiest days no one who wanted a word 
with him was turned away. Only a threat- 
ened collapse from the strain has caused 
this stream of visitors to cease before his 
going to Washington. 

Farmers’ wives who had driven to Canton 
to do their shopping sat in the McKinley 
library beside prospective members of the 
Cabinet, and if they had any request it was 
always listened to Patiently. 

One day a young man came to see the 
President-elect about a country postoffice. 
He waited several hours until his turn came. 
When the President-elect finally was ready 
to talk to him he forgot what he was after, 
became too frightened to talk, and made a 
bott for the door, taking his &pplication for 
the postoffice with him. ＋ 

One night a Senator and a Congressman 
came to Canton and went to the McKinley 
house on an important mission. They 
found Mr. McKinley seated on a sofa be- 
side two colored applicants for places in the 
White House stables, and they had to wait 
until the colored men had finished their in- 
terview. 

The story of the thousands who came to 
Cunton prior to election is familiar to every 
one who has read the newspapers. The evi- 
dences of their visit will not be removed 
from the neighborhood of North Market 
street for many months. 

The crowds were too big to be contained 
on the wide front yard of the McKinley 
house, and they stretched across the street 
and upon the neighboring lawns in every 
direction. Today the McKinley lawn and 
those of the President-elect’s neighbors 
look as though they recently bad been 
plowed. There is not a vestige of a blade 
of grass in the McKinley yard, and those of 
his neighbors are almost bare of sod too. 


Confiseated McKinley’s Fence. 


When the campaign began there was an 
iron fence in front of the McKinley house 
and a wooden picket fence on either side. 
The first week after he was nominated ihe 
crowds of visitors had carried both of the 
picket fences away plecemeal as mementos 
and had broken down the iron fence and 
started to carry that away too. Recently 
new fences were placed about the house, and 
it is not likely the Republican Nationed 
committee objected if the bill was presented 


to them as a legitimate part of the campaign 
expenses. 

Since the election the visitors have been 
none the less enthusiastic, but they have 
been less demonstrative. They usually be- 
gan arriving at the house before 8 o'clock, 
the President-clect’s breakfast hour. No 
questions were asked as to any one’s busi- 
ness, but they were one and all admitted to 
the HWrary, where they gave their names 
to a secretary and sat down to await their 
turn for an interview with the President- 
elect. The daily scene here in the library 
‘Was exactly like that in the reception-room 
of some great physician, only the oltice 
hours of the President-elect apparently 
never ended until he went to bed. Ren 
then there were nightly callers who wished 
to a&k him for all sorts of favors. 

Since Mr. McKinley's physician issued his 
mandate that no more effice-seekers should 
be allowed to see him, there have been some 
cisappointed peopie on the outgoing trains 
from Canton. One woman who has but just 
left the city came from a small town in Seuth 
Dakota to ask for a postoffice appointment. 
She remained at a hotel until her money 
was nearly exhausted and then moved toa 
cheap boarding-house, from which she made 
daily calls at the McKinley house in an et- 
fort to see the President.“ As every one 
had to be treated alike, she left town disap- 
pointed. : 


One Man Got Angry. 


It is said that only one man became angty 
in the McKinley library out of all the 
th who waited there. He was after 
a minor office, and he was in & great hurry. 
There were several callers ahead of him, 
and finally he. lost patience. When the 

ent-elect came out to greet him he 
gave him a withering look and a bow, and 
Went out without telling his errand. 

The arowds in the library were always on 
an equal footing, and men after Cabinet po- 
sitions chatted with aged Republicans who 
had come in from Berryville and other small 
places to shake hands with the man for 
whom they bad voted.

Immediately after election the number of 
letters received nearly doubled. A part of 
the time Private Secretary yle, his as- 
sistant, Clifford C. Smith, and ten typewriter 
girls were unable to answer all of the let- 
ters. 


The congratulations that came from men 
of national prominence and from sonal 
friends of the President-elect were * 
dy him personally. Those that came from 
men of less prominence were signed by Sec- 


: retary Boyle. About a month ago this plan 


had to be given up. 

Fifteen thousand cards acknowledging the 
receipt of a congratulatory letter and bear- 
ing a facsimile signature of the President- 
elect were printed and were mailed as ac- 
knowledgements. The cards were all ex- 
hausted within a few weeks and more of 
them had to be printed. 

Whole World Sends Greetings. 


The congratulations did not come from 
the United States alone, but from every nook 
and corner of the world. Nothing like their 
number, it is said, has ever been known in 
the history of American Presidential cam- 
paigns. Hundreds of cablegrams and let- 
ters came from Americans in the African 
Transvaal, from gold miners in Australia. 
and from Americans traveling in the Orient. 

Up to two weeks ago every letter except 
those from ‘cranks and beggars was an- 
swered either by card or typewritten letter. 
Then that plan also had to be abandoned. 

All of the President-elect’s mall was taken 
from the postoffice directly to the McKinley 
house, where it was first gone over by Confi- 
dential Secretary Heistand and Confidential 
Clerk Cooper. Towards the last they had 
become eo expert that the wording of the 
address on the envelope was nearly always 
an index of what the letter contained. 

Ninety per cent of the letters went to the 
offices in the Repository Building to be 
openéd there. The remainder were opened 
by the confidential secretary and clerk. 
Those that were sufficiently important were 
turned over to the President-elect. The re- 
mainder he never saw or heard of. It was 
almost invariably found that letters marked 
personal or strictly personal were 
Applications for office. 

The real troubles of handling the mail did 
not begin until the applications for office 
began to pour in after election. There have 
been on an average 500 applications filed 
every day for the last two months, and the 
average has been nearly as large all winter. 


Handle Tons of Mall. 


Every application was filed and indexed 
along with its indorsement if there were any. 
If the application was for an important 
position, like an assistant secretaryship or 
a Cabinet portfolio it was turned over to 
Secretary Boyle and taken care of by him 
personally. The applications for minor 
positions were cared for by the assistants. 

When it began to get noised about through 
the country that the applications were so 
numerous the President-elect could not see 
them all personally the office hunters tried 
all sorts of ingenious schemes to make the 
letters reach his eye. 

To write to Mrs, McKinley and mark the 
letter personal was the favorite method 
and soon the mail of the President-elect’s 
wife showed signs of equaling his own. 

She was beseeched to show the letters to 
her husband, the writers stating they knew 
her plea would be effective. Some of the 
reasons given for wishing to reach the 
President-ele@t personally were pitiful, if 
there had been reason to believe they were 
strictly true. Of course Mrs. McKinley’s 
mail had to be opened by a secretary also, 


Reach McKinley Through Ministers. 


Another person who received almost as 
many requests to present applications to the 
President-elect. was his pastor, the Rev. Mr 
Manchester of the First Methodist Church. 
Hundreds of letters were inclosed in en- 
velopes directed to him, and he was appealed 


— — 
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| to in the name of the church and on every 


other ground imaginable. The President- 
eleot's pastor having been a member of his 
regiment the latter was a favorite medium 
for the filing of applications from members 
of the G. A. R. and other veteran organiza- 
tions. 

The hotel proprivtors also were appealed 
to. The head of one of the local caravan- 
saries, where most of the politicians regis- 
tered during the summer, received scores of 
létters asking him personally to deliver re- 
quests for places to tke President-elect. 
Nearly every prominem citizen in Canton 
was similarly appealed to in the attempt to 
evade the watchful eyes of Private Secre- 
tary Boyle. 

In one corner of the latter’s office there 
was a big wooden box that was kept espe- 
cially fér poetry. The patriotic lyrics and 
campaign songs were stowed away in that 
place until it became filled to the brim, and 
it Was necessary to crowd the rhymes down 
several times before the office was closed 
last week. 

There have been enough applicants for 
White House steward and coachman to fill 
every room in the Executive Mansion. Most 
of the applications that came by mail, how- 
ever, were for small postoffices. One after- 
noon a man arrived in Canton from South 
Dakota to see the President-elect regarding 
his daughter. He had an application and 
indorsements for her appointment to the 
local postoffice, the salary of which did not 
amount to more than 880 a year. He had 
wired in advance that he coming and 
requested an afternoon's interview with the 
future head of the Nation. Of course that 
was impossible, and he had to be content 
simply with putting the indorsements on file. 

Imposed Upon in Many Ways. 

President-elect McKinley has been asked 
to buy between 5,000 and 10,000 tickets since 
the campaign began. They were for every 
conceivable kind of entertainment, from a 
eountry dance to an excursion to the White 
Mountains. Sometimes the tickets came in 
bunches of 100 or more. They were in- 
variably accompanied by a request that he 


either return the money or the tickets, a 


they were seldom accompanied by return 
postage. Evidently kʒ was thought that for 
politieal reasons he would not dare refuse to 
purchase. During one month the tickets 
were saved, and it required the services of a 
stenographer for an entire week to return 
them with letters of acknowledgement. 
The letters from e asking for financial

the tickets.. They have come from all over 
the United States and from all sorts and con- 
ditions of people. Scores of people have 
called at the McKinley house to beg money 
from the President-elect anid his wife.

Few Threatening Letters Received. 


Ot all the thousands of letters that have 
been received since early apring there have 
been less than half a dozen of a threatening 
nature. The fact is all the more remarkable 
from the excitement of the Presidential cam- 

ign. One man wrote repeatedly threaten- 
— the President-elect because of some diffi- 
culty with his persion, so that at last the 
case had to be t over to the Postoffice 
Department. ; 

Nearly every one who has been connected 
with the President-elect’s household will 
accompany him to Washington. Private 
Secretary Boyle will be succeeded by J. Ad- 
dison Porter of Connecticut, but he will be 
taken care of with a good consular piace 
abroad, probably at Liverpool, Confidential 
Secretary Heistand and Confidential Clerk 
Cooper, who have been connected with the 
President-elect’s official household for sev- 
eral years, will continue to hold office after 
Mr. McKinley becomes President, and Mrs. 
Heistand will no donbt enjoy the same inti- 
mate friendship with Mrs. McKinley that 
Mrs. Thurber has had with Mrs. Cleveland. 

Capt. Floyd, who has been the sergeant- 
at-arms of the McKinley house, will prob- 
ably be transferred from the Cleveland de- 
tective force, to which he now belongs, to the 
government secret service. Jo" Smith, 
who has had charge of the President-elect’s 
private correspondence, and who has been 
styled confidential adviser,”’ will probably 
receive a consular appointment.

Jacksen’s Lively Festivities. 


“But the liveliest day old Washington 
ever saw was that on which Andrew Jack- 
son became the seventh President of the 
United States. During the election of 1828 
partisan feeling on both sides had raged 
with unprecedented violence. When it finally 
resulted in the election of Andrew Jackson, 
by an Electoral vote of 178 to &8 for his old 
opponent, Adams, the joy of the Jackson 
men knew. no bounds, and they determined 
to give him such an inauguration as had 
never been seen before. 

** Washington was crowded with the great- 
est number of strangers ever assembled 
there up to that time.

shall, hundreds swarmed over the ropes pro- 
tecting the space around the platform and 
clamored for a shake of his hand, which he

Enthusiasm for Harrison. 

“ The inauguration of William Henry Har- 
rison on Thursday, March 4, 1841, was in 
some respects the most remarkuble event of 
its kind. The popular enthusiasm aroused 
by the occasion was fully equal in point of in- 
tensity to that which greeted President 
Jackson, and was even more general and 
widespread, though it found expression ina 
much more decorus manner. The day was 
cloudy, though no rain fell, and a cold east 
wind prevailed. The stanch old farmer and 
soldier declined to ride in the elegant car- 
riage presented to him by Baltimore ad- 
mirers, and, instead, rode to the Capitol upon 
a white horse in the center of a hollow square 
of cavalry. After him came the most elabo- 
rate procession that had eyer been seen in 
thie country up to that time. There were 
coons, log cabins, and hard eider barrels In- 
numerable. There were many companies of 
militia wearthe coon-skin caps. There were 
power looms, or spinning jennies as we called 
them in those days, in full operation. One 
log cabin was so large that thirteen horses 
were required to draw it. All the church 
bells in the oity rang as the processiou 
passed along. Many dwellings and stores 
along the route were handsomely decorated— 
something unusual in those days.

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POISED BETWEEN LIFE AND DEATH, 


Henry M, Colcord Deseribes His Sensa- 
tions While Crossing Niagara Rap- 
ids en the Back of Blondi. 


Henry M. Colcord, the Chicago artist, the 
man whom Blondin, whose death in London 
was announced last T , carried across 
Niagara Falls on his back At his famous 
tightrope performance in „ was asked 
yesterday to tell just what it was that he 
telt when he found himself in midair 1,200 
feet above a raging torrent, with nothing 
between him and death but a spiderlike rope 
and the steadiness of a man's nerves. 

“I cannot describe it better,“ said Mr. 
Colcord, than by saying that the first sen- 
sation was an overwhelming ene in which 
it was hard to separate awe from fear. Then 
there came what may best be termed an abso- 
lute cessation of all feeling. Before starting 
from the shore Blondin gave me that injunc- 
tion which almost every mother has given 
to the boy at her knee when giving him his 
firat lesson in life, 

Look up, Harry,’ he aid. 

“My arms were about dis neck while my 


legs were slung in hooks at his waist. Out 


we went over that horrible gulf. I heard 
the roar of the water below and the hum 
which ran through the crowd of 100,000 spec- 
tators. As we cleared the brink the hum 
ceased. There was not one person, perhaps, 
in that vast throng who did not feel a greater 
Strain than was ours. Unable to resist I 
stole one glance down at the black waters. 
It seemed for an instant as if I were poised 
above the entire universe. There was a feel- 
ing of immensity such as I had never felt 
before or since. Then I looked up. Blondin 
walked on steadily, pausing for one brief 
moment at each point where the guy ropes 
joined the main cable. The line was a trifle 
steadier at those places and, gave him a 
chance to assure himself of his balance. 
There was a wide space in the middle of the 
rope to which were attached no guy lines. 
At the last resting place before reaching 
this slender, swaying span Blondin said to 
me: ‘ Harry, you are no longer Colcord; you 
are Blondin. Until I clear this place be a 
part of me, mind, body, and soul. If I sway, 
sway with me. Do not attempt to do any 
balancing yourself, If, you do we will both 
go to our death.’ 

“I had dismounted while he was talkin 
to me and stood with one foot on the line an 
both hands on his shoulders. I climbed back 
into my perch and Blondin started across the 
unstable part of the line. I had cleared my 
mind of all feeling save one. I tried to think 
that instead of being poised in midair with 
nothing but a maniilla rope between me and 
destruction that I was shut up with Blondin 
in a confined space where the thought of a 
fall was farcical.: Blondin swung to the right 
and then to the left. Bach timeI went with 
him as though we were molded into one piece 
with immovable parts. I knew afterward 
that the line beneath his feet was swaying 
horribly and that to the people on the shore 
it seemed that time and again our bodies 
wers parallel to the rushing Niagara rapids 
below. Blondin’s marvelous skill and the 
precision with which he manipulated his 
pole brought us each time to the upright. 

“The unprotected center was passed sli 
but a few feet. Blondin was now running 
just as a boy runs in order the better to keep 
his balance when walking a railroad track. 
We were nearing the point wheres 
the joining place of the first guy 
line from the opposite shore offered us a 
resting and breathing place. Blondin’s foot 
was planted on the knot which joined the 
lines. My breath came naturally again. At 
that instant the rope was:jerked from be- 
neath his feet. How he caught it again and 
saved us I never knew. Before I could real- 
ize much of anything he was running again. 
Some gambler interested pecuniarily in our 
deaths had cut the guy rope, hoping to hurl 
us to the river. He did not dare repeat the 
attempt, and when the second point of con- 
nection was reached we rested safely. Blon- 
din stood there like a man of marble, though 
the agony in his mind had brought great 
beads of sweat to his brow. We reached 
the shore finally, but before we were well 
there we could see the people in the créwd 
even back from the edge of the gulf begin 
to stretch out their arms as if they would 


draw us in from the peril. 


What the feeling of men was may be 
shown by the action of the then President of 
the New York Central railroad. He pre- 
sented me with a check for $1,000 for crossing 
with Blondin, and then offered me a like 
amount if I would promise never to do it 


again.“

will be tied down by pledges made or obli- 
gations incurred. 

Those who know Judge Sears need no 
assurances on that point. They are ac- 
quainted with his independent spirit. They 
know that he is tot lacking in backbone, 
and whether in or out of office will let no- 
body run him. 

Those who are not familiar with Judge 
Sears’ characteristics may rest assured 
that they can take as gospel every word 
he said. He did not seek the nomination. 
He did not desire the nomination. A man 
who is made a candidate under these cir- 
cumstances will not, if elected—and Judge 
Sears will be elected—be the servant of any 
politician or any set of politicians. 

Judge Sears will go into office a free, un- 
pledged man, except for the pledges he made 
the people in his speech of acceptance.

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RENOMINATIN G OBJECTIONABLE ALDER-

The Republicans of some of the wards do 
not seem to have read the document pre- 
pared by the Municipal Voters’ Ceague 
and made public less than two months ago, 
giving the records of the outgoing Alder- 
men. Or if those records were read the 
voters were so indifferent that they did not 
go to the primaries and make a serious ef- 
fort to ‘secure the nomination of new and 
Or the voters may have pre- 
ferred to be represented by men whose 
conduct during the last two years has sub- 
jected them to deservedly severe criticism. 

In the First Ward Ald. Gleason has been 
renominated. The Municipal Voters’ 
League charges that he “ uniformly sup- 
ports corporate and private against pnblic 
ntere&ts,”’ and has “ opposed efforts to se- 
eure compensation for the city.” A list is 
given of the Central and General Electric 
and other supposed boodle measures“ he 
has supported. 

In the Fourteenth Ward Ald. Mugler has 
been renomimated. After a study of his 


votes for the last two years, as given in 


the Council proceedings, the Municipal 
Voters’ Leagué reports that “ his record is 
such as to justify hisdefeat.” He voted for 
bad érdinances. He “ opposed many amend- 
ments calculated to secure compensation for 
ordinances.“ 

George B. Milne has been renominated in 
the Twenty-fifth Ward. The League states 
that his official record is very bad” and 
“ condemns him as unfit for public service.” 
He has Wmiformly resisted efforts to secure 
compensation when franchises have been 
granted to street railroad and other cor- 
porations. 

These men and some others no better than 
they, will be asking for votes a few weeks 
hence on the ground that they are“ Repub- 
licans and are loyal to the principles of 
the Republicah party.” But their prac- 
tices haye not been in harmony with its 
principles. They are Republicans in name 
when they are seeking renomination and re- 
election. When in the Council they are 
neither Republicans nor Democrats. They 
are simply eorporation men. 

In some wards excellent nominations have 
been made. In others the candidates are 
yet to be selected. They should not be men 
who have already shown their unfitness, or 
who have done nothing to show they can be 
trusted. The object of the Republicans 
should be to elect as many Aldermen as they 
can who will stand by Judge Sears and as- 
sist him im his efforts to give the city an 
economic And efficient administration. 


LESSONS “FROM THE VAN CLEAVE EPI- 
SODE. 


Mr. Van Cleave has been relieved of the 
onerous duty which he didn’t perform of 
attending to the direction of the work in the 
offica,of City Clerk. Heoccupied the happy 
position of drawing a large salary in con- 
sideration of his doing certain work, and 
yet he amiably left the work to be done by 
subordinates, and was not even present in 
his office for months at a stretch. But 
while he was away spending his generous 
salary his deputies were gathering in a va- 
riety of fees whith in time were added to the 
Van Gleave bank account and which should 
have been turned in to the City Treasury. 
A fatrly accurate idea of the sums that were 
thus stopped by the City Clerk “on their 
way to the city coffers,” and which have 


npt yet reached those coffers, be ob- 
tained from the following table: 
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fellowship. He has invested it in high 
living and fattening foodstuffs and exhil- 
arating liquids, and he bears about with 


him always the undeniable evidences of 


his lavish entertainment of Van Cleave. 


But Van is still left with an office of dis- 


tinction, and if he tries to perform its duties, 
which is hardly to be expected, he will be 
found from time to time inspecting the State 
troops. This is an honorable position, but 
the results of is disposal of the City Clerk 
fees seem to incapacitate him from dis- 
charging the obligations of this military 
post. For if, as is very likely to happen, 
the troops of the State should start off at a 
double-qtick just as Van Cleave had nerved 
himself up to the point of doing a little in- 
specting he would be unable to keep up 
with the procession and would present a 
rather grotesque picture waddling along in 
the dust behind and perhaps shrilly be- 
seeching them to wait and give him a 
chance to Inspect them. If an attempt be 
made to obviate this difficulty by setting 
Van Cleave up on horseback the result 
would hardly be more inspiring. Nothing 
less than a dray horse would suffice te bear 
such a load; and even then the animal 
would have to be of colossal proportions to 
carry all that Falstaffian bulk. 

For in truth there is much of a likeness 
between Falstaff and Van Cleave. Fal- 
staff was fat and jolly, and no less fat and 
jolly is Van Cleave. Falstaff was fond in- 
ordinately of the creature comforts of life 
and had a clearly defined constitutional 
hatred of hard work, or, in fact, any kind 
of work, and Van Cleave has all these at- 
tributes in a highly developed state. And 
then Prince Hal, whén he came into his 
heritage of a crown, had no further use for 
Falstaff and dropped him incontinently, 
and that, too, has been the fate of Van 
Cleave. For the city convention which met 
on Friday took a different view of that fee 
question from the one entertained by Van 
Cleave. And when it came to nominate a 
candidate for City Clerk Van Cleave was 
quietly dropped and another man was put 
in who will settle promptly with the Con- 
troller when money for the city should be 
collected. 

This little experience with Van Cleave 
illustrates a serious defect in the general 
law which constitutes the charter of Chi- 
cago. It makes the City Clerk such an in- 
dependent sort of an individual that the 
Controller has no adequate control over 
him. He doesn’t seem to be amenable to 
the Mayor or to the City Council. The 
charter should be amended so as to make 
this city officer responsible to somebody, 
either by making the office appointive like 
the heads of other departments or by hedg- 
ing in the office by laws and regulations so 
that there could be no more gathering in of 
fees for personal profit. 


DOWNEY’S GOOD WORK 

When Mayor Swift came into office he 
had to cléan the Augean stables. He had 
to purge the pay-rolls and weed out the in- 
capables.. That took him considerable time. 
When Judge Sears takes hold he will find 
everything in good order, all the depart- 
ments well organized and running smoothly. 

This is particularly true of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. At its head is 
Commissioner Downey, who was Judge 
Sears’ most formidable competitor for the 
nomination. He received 227 votes in con- 
vention, and might have urn off the 
prize had he been able to secure the solid 
vote of the Twelfth Ward instead of only 
half of it.

THE SIX DAYS’ BICECLE RACE. 

Since the beginning of the six days’ bicy- 
cle race at Tattersall’s Tue Trrevcne has 
printed each day portraits of the leading 
riders, showing their physical appearance 
at the end of each twenty-four hours. These 
portraits tell their own story. The four 
men, Schinneer, Ashinger, Miller, and Law- 
son, who entered the race on Monday stout, 
able-bodied fellows in the full flush of robust 
health, on Saturday appear with emaciated 
faces, lack-luster eyed, woebegone expres- 
sions, generally exhausted, and enervated 
and on the brink of a physical collapse, 
saved from it only by the free use of stimu- 
lants. Of the thirteen others who gradual- 
ly dropped out no pictures are givep. None 
were necessary. Their strength was ex- 
hausted at an early stage in the proceed- 
ings. Some of them were wrecks before the 
close of the second day. 

These pictures are a frightful showing of 
physical deterioration. They illustrate in 
a significant object lesson the exhaustion of 
the heart and lungs, the loss of nerve power, 
the waste of tissue, and the overstrain of 
muscle, They reproduce, however, only the 
present conditions of these men. Tliby can- 
not picture the future, for in every case 
there cannot but result permanent injury. 
From the economical point of view this se- 
lection of a dozen or more of young fellows 
in good physical condition and putting them 
through a six days’ strain which leads to 
the impairment of that condition is a waste 
of raw material, From the humane point of 
view any such excess as this is cruel and 
demoralizing. From the wheel point of view 
the race adds nothing to the skill or knowl- 
edge of other riders and imparts no useful 
information as to the patterns or styles of 
wheels. .

NO TIME NOW FOR NEW WARS. 

It would be much more considerate in 
Mme. Nordica and Jean de Reszke if they 
would defer their hostilities to some later 
season, when a few of the wars now before 
the public will have been concluded. This 
seems especially necessary since the pre- 
liminary rumblings of each of these aspir- 
ants for the laurels of belligereney indicate 
a vagueness of grievance which will require 
a pretracted campaign to bring toa decisive 
issue. 

It does not seem probable that any con- 
siderable number of people can ascertain 
what is the matter with these two song birds 
without giving individual attention to their 
hysterical literary effusions, and just at 
the present time this is impracticable. A 
little difference of opinion of another sort 
has arisen between two equally expert writ- 
ers for the newspapers and considerable 
public interest is naturally being diverted 
‘to the settlement of this contention which 
is soon to take place in Nevada. Then the 
progressive and energetic littl kingdom of 
Greece has just been throwing a firebrand 
into the European concert, and much anx- 
jety has been excited as to whether the 
flames would be checked without involving 
a conflagration. Cuba, too, has a prior 
claim on public interest, especially since the 
subject has inspired such peaceable and 
law-abiding Senators as Lodge, Frye, Hale, 
and Hoar to put on war paint and fly at each 
other in public. There are contests in other 
high places unnecessary to specify in this 
connection except as an added reason why 
Nordica and De Reszke should permit these 
other wars to reach a finish without seek- 
ing to inject their controversy into the mass 
of contention and only add to the publie 
confusion. 

There doesn’t seem to be anything in the 
Nordica-De Reszke affair which cannot 
wait just as well as not. Each side has had 
a fling, so that honors are easy in that re- 
spect. Moreover, neither has said anything 
that throws any light on the cause of the 
hostility, so that neither has been com- 
mitted to an immediate continuance of the 
dispute. There is a hint that the tenor pre- 
ferred another singer to Nordica, but cer- 
tainly that is not beyond his ordinary privi- 
lege. Then it is said Nordica refused to 
join the opera company because of this 
slight, and surely that was well within her 
personal prerogatives. But both seem de- 
termined to raise a fuss over the affair and 
to force the public to listen to their re- 
spective complaints in which the publie has 
not the slightest interest. The best thing 
for these two petulant people to do is to be 
calm and think it over, and then apply the 
admirable principle of arbitration to their 
diffeulty. They are interesting and enter- 
taining when they sing, but they are in 
danger of becoming cacophonous and monot- 
onous in verbal warfare. It adds to the por- 
tentous character of this outbreak that 
Mr: Maurice Grau has been dragged in by 
the vengeful Nordica with the menace of a 
lawsuit, just at the time when he is strug- 
gling with the problem of the box office. 
There should be an end to all this strife 
among the gentle singing birds. 


CENTURY’S PROGRESS IN ASTRONOMY. 
An article in the March issue of Harper's 
Monthly by Dr. Henry Smith Williams 
entitled Astronomical Progress of the 
Century makes the relative physical insig- 
nificance of the earth so conspicuous that 
theories which attach any special distinction 
to our petty little planet seem ridiculous. 
Dr. Crane’s suggestion that the earth may 
be a breeding spot to populate the universe 
and other suggestions of a similar nature 
become almost grotesque when the magni- 
tude of the universe and the infinitesimal 
smallness of the earth are compared. 

The real progress it astronomical research 
made since the century opened has been 
more in the line of amplifying what was 
already known or guessed at and modifying 
former theories by the knowledge gained 
through more effective scientific instru- 
ments. The refracting telescope, the ap- 
plication of the photographic film, and the 
use of the spectroscope have cleared up many 
of the mysteries of the heavens and have 
revealed the presence of untold millions of 
stars whose exi&tence was only a matter of 
conjecture before the century began. Let 
by the very extent of these revelations “ the 
knowledge of the exact formrand extent of 
our universe seems more unattainable than 
it seemed a century ago.” Perhaps one of 
the interesting results of the absolute dis- 
coveries of the century, especially those 
made possible by the magic power of the 
spectroscope—* that marvelous instrument 
which by revealing the telltale lines sprin- 
kled across a prismatic spectrum discloses 
the chemical nature and physical condition 
of any substance whose light is submitted 
to it —has been the cosmogonie theory of 
J. N. Lockyer of London based on these dis- 
coveries. He attempts by it to explain all 
the gréat phenomena of the universe and 
his hypothesis, known as the “ meteoric 
hypothesis,” is certainly more plausible and 
convincing than any other ever proposed. 
He declares with tangible evidence to sup- 
port him what was only boldly imagined in 
the nebular hypothesis of Laplace that stars 
were formed from the closer aggregation 
of the particles which existed previously 
as nebule or vast cometary clouds and that 
continued condensation changed the stars 
to planets or dark stars. Here the nebular 
hypothesis stops. Lockyer, carrying out 
logically his theory that nebulz (including 
comets), stars of all types, and planets are 
but varying stages in the life history of a 
single race or type of cosmic organisms,” 
| does not abandon the dark star to its fate 
by assuming that, this is the final stage of 
cosmic existence,” but declares that sooner 
or later “in its ceaseless flight through 
space the dark star must collide with some 
other stellar body,” both being shattered 
into vapor combined with meteorie frag- 
ments by the mutual impact. Thus the 
dark star, which is the last turn of one series 
of cosmic changes, becomes the first turn of 
another,“ and as Mr. Lockyer adds: 

Thus may the cosmic race, whose aggregate 
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hotter and more luminous for a time, but event- 
ually leads to its liquefaction and ultimate con- 
solidation—the aforetime nebula becoming in the 
end a dark or planetary star. 

The probability of this theory is supported 
by the discoveries that the stars and planets 
are almost identica! in substance, although 
widely diverse in actual physical condition; 
and that the nebule are in fact composed 
of nothing more substantial than star dust 
or particles. Coincident with it, therefore, 
is the theory that different stars are in vary- 
ing stages of cooling, that all which are now 
burning must eventually become cool and 
lusteriess, and that our ownistin must share 
this common fate. 
culmination of our sun's usefulness places it 
nearer than six million years, and it may be 
six billion for all we know, so that possibly 
our planet may have had its collision and 
returned to star dust before that time and 
started in again in its cycle of making a new 
world, . 

Aside from the purely mathematical feat- 
ures of the progress of astronomical re- 
search in the century, which, owing to im- 
proved instruments and methods, have been 
extensive, the most notable positive material 
discoveries have been the general one that 
the actual number of stellar bodies is be- 
yond all human estimate or comprehension, 


planets which, for purposes of distinction, 
have been called asteroids. ‘The first of the 
asteroids came within the telescopic vision 
of man on the first day of the new century 
and was christened Ceres, It created a 
profound surprise at the time, but later on 
the location of these little fragmentary 
planets became so frequeht that they were 
barely worth chronicliig. Later on, in 1541, 
Neptune was unearthed through accurate 
scientific calculation because it had been 
' disturbing the orbit of Uranus, and scien- 
tists set out to find the body which was in- 
terfering with their predictions and suc- 
ceeded. Mercury has betn subjected to 
similar perturbations, showing the presence 
of an interior pldnet, but the scientists have 
named the intruder Vulcan, although it has 
not yet gone beyond the hypothetie stage. 
The discovery of the inner or crape ring of 
Saturn and that all the rings of Saturn 
were composed of meteoric particles, each 
circulating as if it were an independent 
planet, followed about 1850, and then came 
the wonderful revelations through the spec- 
troscope which have been adding such mar- 
vels to astronomi¢al knowledge yearly; and 
the photographie film by which a chart of 
the heavens is now being prepared, various 
observatories preparing the various sec- 
tions, on which chart will be located about 
sixty millions of stars. 

It dismays the human mind, and espe- 
cially one untrained to astronomical thought 
and in the arithemetie of eternity,” of 
which “ biltions are the units,” to ponder on 
these wonders of the universe, and it dis- 
mays it even more when some one advances 
tlie thought that this little atom, the earth, 
is playing any important part in the vast 
cosmic scheme, 

THE FREE GOODS OF TOURISTS. 

It was announced in yesterday's Tris- 
UNE that-- 

President-elect McKinley has warmly approved 
of the purposes of the Retail Dealers’ Board of 
Trade, the aim of which is to take off the free list 
the clothing and personal outfit of returning 
European tourists, and compel them to pay the 
usual tariff on everything they bring with them 
from abroad, except what they took with them. 
He has even said it would give Him great pleasure 
to sign any act which Congress may pass to secure 
that end. 

Ninety-nine Americans out of every hun- 
dred will be of the same opinion as Maj. 
MekKinley when they understand fully the 
nature and extent of the evil it is desired to“ 
remedy. 

Nearly all the tens of thousands of Amer- 
icans who make summer trips abroad return 
loaded down with foreign godtis which they 
call “ personal effects and on which they 
pay no duty. Many tburists cross the ocean 
for the exclusive purpose of adding to their 
wardrobes. Men want clothes which are 
made by London tailors and women want 
Adresses made by Parisian dresemakers. 

When these tourists return in the fall 
their innumerable trunks are filled with fine 
clothing they have never wern, with costly 
silks, satins, and linens, with gloves, under- 
clothing, and a thousand other expensive 
articles. Sometimes fine furniture is pur- 
chased on the continent. It is put in an 
apartment which these buyers occupy, or 
pretend to oceupy, for a few months, and 
then that furniture is admitted duty-free 
because it is claimed to have been in use. 

These practices violate every tariff theory. 
If customs duties are levied for revenue, 
then the goods imported by the tourists 
should pay revenue to the government. 
They pay none. If tariffs are made to give 
protection, then the admission of these for- 
eign goods duty-free lessens the amount of 
protection given American Inbor. 

If duties should be low on the necessaries 
of life and high on the luxuries, then the 
costly goods which the tourists bring back 
with them should be made dutiable. Demo- 
cratic Congressmen make fiery speeches de- 
manding that the velvets, silks, satins, laces, 
etc., should bear the burden of tariff taxa- 
tion. Then they send their wives and 
daughters to Europe, whence they return 
loaded down with valuable goods, 

The present vicious system deprives the 
government of revenue. If it were to col- 
lect on the millions of dollars’ worth of 
fine goods imported free anniially the same 
duties that merchants have to pay on those 
goods the amount taken in would be equal 
to what the income tax would have pro- 
duced. 

This system is unjust to the American 
Pot It iq an unfair discrimination 
against those Americans who cannot afford 
to go abroad to buy their clothing. It is an 
injustice to the rican working man, vote 
is deprived of by it.

The Canadian tariff on steel rails does not

The 
former had possession of the Canadian 
murket for many years, not because of any 
favoritism shown them, but because they 
undersold their competitors on this side of 
the ocean, | 

This advantage the Englishmen have 
lost. Only a few days ago the Canadian 


do considerable construction in the North- 
west, placed an order with the Carnegie 
company for 65,000 tons of steel rail. If 
the railroad had been able to buy as cheaply 
or almost as cheaply in England it would 
have sent its order there, and would have 
had nothing to do with American manu- 
facturers, It has never before bought any 
rails here, though other Canadian roads 
have. 

The Carnegie company got this order 
from a reluctant purebaser because the En- 
glish price of rails is $22, to which ocean 
freight would have to be added, while the 
Pennsylvania price was below $20—perhaps 
as low as $17—to which must be added lake 
and rail freights. 
too much, and therefore over a million dol- 
lars of Canadian money is to be expended 
in the United States, probably to pay the 
wages of American workingmen. 

In view of the fact that the American 
manufacturers are driving their English | 
rivals out of the Canadian and Japatiese 
markets and are even selling rails to En- 
glish roads, the duty of $7.80 a ton on for- 
eign rail seems inoperative.

TO “RESTRAIN” PRIZE-FIGHT LITER- 
ATURE. 

A bill has been prepared by the Nationa! 
Reform League, and will be introduced in 
the National Honse of Representatives, pro- 
viding that no picture or description of any 
prize fight or encounter of pugiliste under 
whatever name” shall be transmitted in 
the mails or by telegraph. Oleariy this 
shows a disposition on the part of the league 
and Congress to come to the rescue of the 
newspapers. This is very obliging on the 
part of the lawmakers, but they must be 
careful not to carry the matter too far, for 
even the deacons will insist on knowing 
how the Nevada contest comes out, with 
full details possibly of the various rounds 
and the more notable blows. 
will even insist on portraitsof the principals 
before and after taking punishment. If 
Congress can draw the line as it has been 
drawn in the case of objectidnable litera- 
ture it would be a great relief to the pub- 
lishers of newspapers, wlio could then con- 
trol their own news columns. AS the mat- 
ter now stands the bruisers usurp the space. 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons and their various 
trainers, and backers, and bottleholders, 
and camp-followers keep up a continuous 
demand that they be alowed to fill the 
newspapers with their yawping, and plans, 
and threats, and blows, etc, The publisher 
accordingly is between two fires, If he 
yields to their demands then there is prac- 
tically no room left in the columns for any 
other news. If he does not yield then per- 
haps one-half of his subscribers will flock 
off somewhere else where they can find the 
kind of matter they want. If Congress will 
pass such a law limiting discreétly the 
amount and quality of news of this charac- 
ter that may be transmitted through the 
mails or by telegraph it would be a source 
of pleasure to all except the pugilists and 
their immediate following, and would give 
an opportunity to those who are interested 
in something other than prize fights to find 
legitimate news in the newspapers which 
they prefer to read. 
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Since the regulation of the high-hat 
nuisance there has arisen the birdless bon- 
net movement’ in this city, espoused by 
the women themselves.

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SELLS ENTIRE BOND ISSUE 


WEST CHICAGO PLACES $2,500,000 
‘MORE SECURITIES. 


Sentral Trust Company and Haligar- 
ten & Co. Avail Themselves of Their 
Option—F ull $6,000,000 to Be Divid- 
ed Among Four Firms—Match Poo! 
Members to Be Sued—Local Stocks 
Are Duall—Inquiries for Seed Wheat 
Give Color to Damage Reperts. 


Charles T. Yerkes received a letter Friday 
from Frederick T. Olcott, President of the 
Central Trust company of New York and 
from Haligarten & Co., also of New York, 
announcing that they had decided to avail 
themselves of the option given them under 
which they will take the additional $2,500,000 
of West Chicago consolidated bonds. This 
completes the sale of the entire issue of 
$10,000,000 of West Chicago consolidated 
bonds except the $4,000,000 set aside to retire 
the issue of West Chicago first mortgage 
bonds, which amount to a little less than that 
sum, and which mature May 1, 1928. 

Following the receipt of this letter notice 
was given yesterday by advertisement that 
the West Chicago Street railroad would on 
April 28 redeem $2,000,000 of the outstanding 
debentures of the company. These debent- 
ures or certificates of indebtedness contain 
a provision ünder which they may be ro- 
deemed by the company upon the giving of 
sixty days’ notice, and unless they are pre- 
sented for cancellation and redemption on 
that day interest will cease. 

The $6,000,000 of consolidated bonds which 
are now placed will be divided as follows: 
Central Trust company and Haligarten & 
Co., New York, $4,000,000; Stephen B. Elkins

In 1777 he resigned his commission to con- 
tinue his work as au artist, completing to his 
satisfaction the vast number of sketches and 
studies of American leaders and soldiers. 


Imprisoned in London. 


Always alert for fresh advancement, sub- 
‘sequently, and berore the close of the war, 
he went to London to study under Ben- 
jamin West, President of the Royal Acad- 
emy. Americans were little in favor dur- 
ing these anxious days in Engiand, and as 
Trumbull was known to be a close friend of 
Benedict Arnold, when Arnold was enptured 
for attempt at treason Trumbull was seized 
by the English authorities and cast into 
prison, wherce he was rescued after seven 
months through the intervention of West, 
who was a Friend of George III.

Strong Features of His Work. 


Trumbull possessed the fundamental char- 
acteristic of success in the art of portraiture 
and figure 2 the power ot making his 
subject natural.

rumbull's paintings Are extremely numer- 
ous beyond the guess of the general public 
or the surer knowledge of the men of the art 
world. The collection of which these minia- 
tures are @ part was discovered some years 
ago in Virginia. Late in life Trumbuil, being 
financially embarrassed while in Washing- 
ton owing to a failure on the part of Con- 
gress to give him promised tracts, dis- 
posed of his entire collection of revolution- 
ary portraits, sketches, and relics to a Vir- 
ginia planter, a personal friend. This col- 
lection remained in the possession of this 
family until about 1891, when one of the 
last surviving heirs privately sold it. Ed- 
ward Frossard, a well-known numismatist 
and archeologist of New York, received the 
bulk, and every possible exertion was made 
on his part to keep it together, but without 
success, for now-only comparatively a few of 
the miniatures remain. This collection is 
more valuabie when it is known that at his 
death Gen. Washington bequeathed a great 
many valuable relics to his protégé., One of 
the miniatures, a strong presentment of 
Washington, remarkable for the artist’s 
characteristic coloring and the subject’s dig- 
nifled, beautiful expression, is framed witha 
quaintly chased rim of brass, glass covered 
—the face of a clock presented by Washing- 
ton to Trumbull. 

When 84 years of age Trumbull published 
an autobiography, dwelling at length on his 
soldier career, for which necéssarily an 
artist has a marked ineptitude and leaving 
out much in his life as an artist which would 
have been like a draft of spring water to 
thirsty souls, This volume is illustrated by 
curiously commonplace sketches, for, like 
many artists in old age, he had sold every- 
thing of real merit and was forced to be 
content with earlier and less characteristic 
efforts. 

Miniatures on Exhibition. 


Trumbull's miniatures are forcible in 
drawing and singularly rich in color. while 
retaining that delicacy essential to the suc- 
cess of these little pictures.

RIVER IN THE LAKE.

flowing across the Lake Michigan basin long 
before the present lake came into being and 
the dwindling away of which through tho 
mysterious agency of nature left the river 
bed which has now been discovered. Nature 
dwarfed the ancient stream out of existence 
and then, as if remorseful for the act, re- 
placed it with the lake we now have. On 
every foot of the road from. Chicago to the 
Mississippi! through the valleys of the Des- 


Plaines and Illinois Rivers there are today 


signs of the passing of swift and heavy 
bodies of water. Resistless waves cut their 
way through solid rock in mad haste to 
reach the gulf, and their indelible handiwork 
tells the story to all who know how to read 
nature's pages. It is a strange fact that in 
many places along this well-defined route 
the bed of this ancient stream or torrent 
is still to be found. Is it a part of this samc 
water course that has been located under 
the lake? Who knows? Below Utica there 
is a wide valley in the coal measures which, 
narrowing toward the mouth in the resist- 
ing rocks of older formation, extends for 
230 miles to the Mississippi River. In this 
valley especially the sands and gravel of the 
ancient stream which once flowed unre- 
stricted across the country may now, ab- 
cording to drainage canal engineers, be 
found lying deep under the silts and débris 
deposited by modern waters. Borings at 
other points have developed the presence— 
far down under latter day . deposits—of 
similar signs of an old-time water course. 
About these.things there is no, dispute 
among scientists. 

In investigating a break in the Sixty-eighth 
street tunnel one day Mr. Wilcox noticed a 
strange thing. According to the test bor- 
ings the tunnel was being pushed through 
hard clay, and both emgineers and contrac- 
tors were proceeding with as much confj- 
dence as if they had been working in sol 
rock. Suddenly the clay formation stopped 
off short and river sand took its place. The 
break was not am irregular one such as 
would have been caused by the tapping of 
a pocket. It opened up a well-defined strata 
of sand, with sharp, clearly marked confines. 
Mr. Wilcox and Mr. Ericson compared notes 
and made further inspéction of the break. 
They found in this, asin all other accidents 
of the same nature in that locality. that the 
sand was sunk about four feet in the clay, 
the formation showing a channel filled with 
sand, while the clay acted ag. retaining 
banks. They were satisfied it was the re- 
mains of a river, and in this conclusion 
they were further fortified by finding in the 
clay masses of grayel and small bowlders 
such as may be. picked up ag! on the 
banks of many ru ng streams. ese men 
next studied the table of distances from 
shore at which the sand had been encoun- 
tered at various times, and in this way su-- 
ceeded in getting a fairly accurate idea of 
the course and sige of the ancient stream.

Mr. Wilcox has not only seen the river 
bed—he has been in it. During one of the 
cave-ing the sand slid away in such shape 
that a cavern of considerable size was left. 
Taking a safety lamp Mr. Wilcox partly 
crawled into the hole and made a careful 
examination of it. He was entranced with 
the novel sight and became deeply interested 
until it occurred to him that he might be in 
@ dangerous position. Making a hasty cal- 
culation, he found there was only a few feet 
of sand and clay between him and the waters 
of the lake and he hurriedly abandoned fur- 
ther investigation of the hole. : 

It was a novel experience,“ Mr. Wilcox 
said yesterday, “and could I be assured 
there was no danger of the lake breaking in 
on me I would like to repeat it, but the risk 
is too great. The break which occurred in 


the tunnel this week was un@oubtedly caused” 


by striking this same bed of sand, and I am 
going down in a diver’s suit some day to 
look it over, but I will not crawl into the 
cavern—not on your life. I have seen enough 
to satisfy me as to the natureof the t,

Goddess” Writes Like Her Brother 
ef India, bat Her Story Deals with 
Different Aspects of the Life There 
and Treats Them in a ieren: 
Manner—Jeannette Gilder Thinks 
the Book Deeitdedly Original. 
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O one can accuse Mrs, J. M. Fleming 
(Alice M. Kipling) of imitating her 
distinguished brother in her literary 
style in this her first novel. ~ i 

Pinchbeck Goddess” (D. Appleton & Co.) 
reminds me more of Mr. E. F. Benson, the 
author of Dodo,“ than of the author of 
„ Plain Tales from the Hille.“ It isa com- 
phiment to Mr. Benson to say this, but it is 
not intended for anything more than a state- 
ment of fact. If Mrs. Fleming had written 
A Pinchbeck Goddess before Mr. Benson 
wrote Dodo,” thé latter lady would never 
have been heard of. The pseudo Mrs. Ed- 
wards was outwardly just as frivolous as 
Dodo, but she was possessed of an infinitely 
wittier tongue. To tell the truth, I was 
never one of those who thought Dodo amus- 
ing. She seemed to me merely a very silly 
rattlebrain. Mrs. Edwards, on the other 
hand, while quite as gay to all intents and 
purposes, had some fun tn her. The scene 
of “A Pinchbeck Goddess is laid in India. 
Simla is the spot chosen, and Mrs. Fleming 
may be said to have painted as true a pict- 
ure of certain aspects of India life as has her 
brother Rudyard, or her friend, Mrs. F. A. 
Steel, of certain other aspects. She has not 
the genius of her brother, nor the power of 
Mrs. Steel; but she tells her story well and 
shows a gift for character drawing. The 
plot of ‘the story is slight, though decidedly 
original. Before I dip at greater length into 
the story I will quete the dedication: 


TO MY BROTHER. 
Rudyard. as lesser Games to great ones use, 


Whose better studies while she emulates 
She learns to know long difference of their states. 
Yet is the office not to be despised, 
If only love should make the action prized.’’ 
g BEN JONSON. 

This is both modest and sisterly—twe ad- 
mirable qualities. 

The heroine of this story is, when it be- 
gins, one Madeline Norton, a young woman 
of 28, to whom we are introduced on her re- 
turn voyage from India. Madeline is an 
orphan who has been brought up by 
hamd’’; that hand the not very gentle one 
of a widowed aunt, whose piety and penury 
have had the effect of snuffing out all the 
girlishness and gayety from the life of her 
niece. Madeline having rebelled at the idea 
of marrying the village apothecary is sent 
to India in the care of.a friend of her aunt’s, 
who hopes to marry her off while she is her 
guest. Madeline suspeéts her object and at 
once retires within her shell, assuming a 
somewhat surly manner, neglecting her ap- 
pearance, and otherwise adopting means to 
thwart her hostess’ designs. The conse- 
quence was that the women openly snubbed 
her and the mén spoke no more to her than 
the merest politeness demanded. Now she 
is on her way home—that is, to her Aunt 
Agatha, from whom she is not anticipating 
a very cordial reception. 


Aunt Lost, Fortune Gained. 

On board the ship every one is having a 
good time dancing, singing, and flirting; 
but Madeline stands apart thinking bitter 
thoughts. At this time, according to the 
story, Madeline Norton was a slender wom- 
an with a face of possibilities, but most of 
the possibilities were thwarted ones, for a 
spirit of perverseness seemed to preside over 
her toilet. Her wavy dark hair was brushed 
flatly from her brow and packed into a 
tight knot; she rarely smiled enough for peo- 
ple to know that she had charming teeth, 
and she dressed in the colors that were 
least becoming to her clear, pale complexion.

77 PUSSY'S EYES TELL T ‘TIME 


VARYING STRENGTH OF LIGHT PRO- 
DUCES AN ANIMATED CLOCK,

Pupil of the Animal’s Eye Contracts 
er Expands with Varying Lights 
Under Natural Conditions, the Max- 
imum Contraction Being at Noon 
and the Greatest Expamsion at 
Nightfall—This Phenomenon Not 
Unknown to Savages. 


CLOCK that Uves, breathes, eats, 
sleeps, and has other antics to per- 
form besides the registering of time 
which it does with more or less ac- 

curacy and faithfulness, is surely a marvel. 
Yet fifty out of every hundred families pos- 
sess such a timekeeper, and it is doubtful if 
one out of every thousand is aware of the 
fact. 

This animated clock is found in the eye 
of the common domestic cat, and whether 
it is wide open, alert for the coming of a 
mouse, emitting flashes of green fire as its 
owner squabbles on the back fence, or shut 
tight as pussy dozes before the fire, the 
process of timekeeping goes on just the 
same and marks the hours. 

The pupil of a cat’s eye is a mere vertical 
black slit or stroke at midday. This black 
stroke is readily appreciable to the observer, 
as it reats on a field of golden yellow. At 
night the pupil, which was nothing but a 
black line at noon, has dilated until it isa 
complete black circle. It is then very large 
and it occupies almost entirely the portion 
of the eye that appeafed to be golden yellow 
at the noon hour. 

The eye of the cat undergoes this strange 
transformation in accordance with the de- 
gree of light which affectsit. The strongest 
light which exists on a clear day at noon 
reduces the pupil of. the cat’s eye until it 
is thread-like. 

In darkness an examination will show that 
the pupil of the cat’s eye has enormously en- 
larged. It is because of this that catsare en- 
abled to see inthe dark. Their eye naturally 
adjusts itself to the degree of light which 
prevails, 

Of course, no cat or other animal could 
see in an absolutely dark room. Or the de - 
est night, however, there is always a little 
light, and it is this which enables cats to 
see their way about and to spot their prey 
when a human being could see nothing what- 
ever. 

The expansion of the eye shutter admits 
the light to the retina. This gives the eye 
of the cat the widest possible scope and it 
gathers in whatever rays may happen to 
strike it. ° 

Za vages long ago noted these changes in 
the eye of the cat and utilized them to tell 
the time. Of course, the eye undergoes little 
change after the sun goes dowr. 

But then savages have no use for time after 
dark, and if they are out late n'ghts have to 
guess at the time without the aid of the fam- 
ily cat. During the daytime, however, they 
are able, by looking in the eye of pussy, to 
tell the time with tolerable accuracy. 

Thus, at 8 o’clock in the afternoon the 
cat’s eye is the same as at 9 in the morning, 
the pupil being half open. The light at that 
time is usually about 50 per cent weaker 
than it is at noon.—New York Journal,

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Theory of Heaven from the Rev. Frank Crane Makes 
Furth the Breeding Ground of the Universe. 
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But it takes two to make 


ot a modiflcation. Heaven, for instance, was 
just as much of a fact as ever, but people no 
longer believed in a place above the blue 
dome of the sky, since it was now known 
that there was no crust on the dome to keep 
the inhabitants from falling through. Why 
could not heaven be one or all of the stars? 
Why was not this earth a breeding-place for 
souls, who, after their short sojourn_here, 
were sent to the rest of the universe to popu- 
late the places where there was “ no marry- 
ing or giving in marriage?” 

This startling excursion into the territories 
of theosophy was only a suggestion to set 
the assembled ministers to thinking. But it 
was so radical in its possibilities that it has 
attracted widespread attention. Among the 
number of people who have been set to pon- 
dering and discussing over the new theory 
there is an almost universal demand for 
something further on the subject—an elab- 
oration and defense of the views expressed 
in the gathering of ministers. At the re- 
quest of Tum SUNDAY TRIBUNE Dr. Crane has 
written an elaboration of his theory, which 
is herewith presented. It is sure to furnish 
additional stimulus to the act of cerebration 
which the original statements on the sub- 
ject were intended to produce. 


Dr. Frank Crane 
Elaborates His Theory  % 


For The Tribune. ; 


I have been asked by Tue Trisune to fur- 
nish to its readers my views upon the subject 
of the stars being populated by emigrants 
from this earth. Let me first of all dis- 
claim any “ belief’ In such a theory as well 
as a disbelief’ in it. There are few things 
we are called on categorically either to ac- 
cept or deny. Most statements and theories 
we merely hold in suspended judgment, test- 
ing them by each new phenomenon that may 
come under our observation, ready to aban- 
don them if the weight of probability turns 
against them, but holding them firmly but 
tentatively and modifying them with the 
advent of more light. 

The trouble with most people is they think 
they must champion or condemn, praise or 
damn every proposed theory. This spirit 
we know to be unscientific; it is more, it is 
pharisaic. Instead of being religious it is 
irreverent, for religion does not consist in 
stubborn pride of opinion, but in a loving 
trust in the truth, whatever clothes it may 
wear. 

You ask if I believe in the atomic theory 
or the nebular hypothesis or 

When I say yes I do not mean that I 
have accepted these as a “ creed to stand 
or fall by, but that in the present state of 
human knowledge such theories seem most 
probable. Ninety-nine hundredths of our no- 
tions are made up from probable proofs; we 
know comparatively little positively. 


Claims Theory Is Reasonable. 

So much for the position and classification 
of my theory. I think it quite reasonable 
that this earth is the breeding-ground of 
the universe because most analogies and 
proofs point that way, and the objections to 
it are overbalanced by probabilities in favor 
of it. Of course, it may all be a founda- 
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| these have no more to do with the imperial 


worth of the book than a rent in a man’s 
pocket handkerchief has to do with his soul. 

But while eur belief in Bible truths re- 
mains, yet the form of our concepts under- 
goes change as our knowledge grows. For 
instance, most people believe in hell now, 
but few in the kind of hell commonly sup- 


posed to exist by believers in the middle 


_ | ages. That'was a time of gross sensualism’ 
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of habit and thought, a time when men used 
torture in judicial processes, and otherwise 
were accustomed to bodily suffering. 
Civilization has refined our ideas with our 
manners, We still beliéve in the punish- 
ment of the wicked and that the terrible 
simifies of Christ were meant to imply a 
terrible fact; but our laws of thought will 
not allow us to conceive of God indulging in 
the brutal barbarity that is portrayed in the 
pictures of the damned on the wails of 
Italian churches. ‘ 
Thought Refines Old Beliefs. 

But instead of the advance of knowledge 
Hmiting and impoverishing the iaeas which 
we get out of the Bible, on the contrary it ex- 
pands them to a remarkable degree, of 
which doubtless even the prophets who ut- 
tered them were little aware. When I con- 
sider thy heavens,” says David. what is 
man that theu art mindful of him? But 
the insigniffcance of man compared with 
the stupendous universe is how much more 
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know there is no lid, but vast reaches of 
space. 

Where then is heaven? 

There are two meanings usually looped to- 
gether in this word; let us divide them. 
First, there is meant the reward of the 
good, and second, the place where souls go 
after leaving the body. 

Heaven asa Piace. 

As for the first idea, heaven as a place, the 
dwelling in which is to be the reward of the 
good, it does not seem to me to be taught at 
all in the scriptures. It is based on an idea 
the Bible always distinctly opposes—i. e.: 
That happiness depends on outward circum- 
stances. What a man is, not where he is, is 
his heaven or hell. f 

Wherever there is a God-filled man he 
carries heaven with him; when ygu get a 
company of such individuals you begin the 
millennial society. If all men were like Jesus 
this earth would be as good a place to spend 
a million years upon as another planet. 
Only sin turns any place to helk Give me 
love and wisdom, my Master’s presence, and 
the touch of one dear hand, and what care 
I whether it be here or in some golden street 
I live? 

And yet there is another life. Where shall 
that be spent? I simply ask if it be not more 
reasonable to suppose that the stars 
being populated by those who leave 


into one city, one place for the good called 
another for the bad called 
„hell“? 

There are few themes more interesting 
than speculating where the 50,000 souls go 
to who make the hourly colony that emi- 
grates from earth. Why should they not 
be taken to populate the universe? Isn't 
Tellus as good a place as any for God to 
begin to introduce intelligent beings into his 
creation? If this planet be a mere speck 
so would any other pfanet be a mere speck. 
Even he must needs begin somewhere. 

View Fits Dignity of Man. 

Now, this view of departed souls is the 
only one I evér found which fits the dignity 
of man. Man is a grand creature, and if 
you conceive of him as immortal, living on 
forever, you must give him two things in 


order to keep him from going crazy; first, 


room eternally to grow, and, second, some- 
thing eternally to do. 
Now, all the arguments oy N against 
this view I suggest which all 

aniverse is too big, and that it would take 
too long to get it full, show that this prime 
requirement is met by it; that is, nothing 
but a boundless, utterly illimitable universe 
could furnish a field for the career of men 
endowed with eternal life. Men will doubt- 
less go on growing in wisdom, learning new 
facts, making new discoveries, in other 
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of other worlds were probably demanding 
as much from him. But now if the history 
of the stars be all linked with that of earth 
it seems reasonable. If by infusing bis per- 
sonality into and bestowing his teachings 
upon the race in Tellus he touched and re- 
deemed the whole human stock that peoples 
space, then the incarnation is not out of 
proportion. 

This view lends an inconceivable dignity 
to man, seeming as if it were an echo to the 
Psalmist’s cry: ‘‘ I said, ye are gods.“ Men 
are the sons of God, and it doeth not yet 
appear what they shall be.“ Man's soul is 
God's own breath. 

Supported by Bible Phraseology. 

Some peculiar phraseology of the Bible 
is in point. It is always Our Father which 
art in the heavens,” not heaven, in the 
original. Jesus said: “In my ather’s 
house are many mansions.” What fidods 
of meaning this language receives from the 
stellar theory! A curious case in point is 
Judas’, who, when he died, went,“ it_is 
said, to his own place.’’ Not to hell; he 
was in hell before he died; as though each 
soul had his peculiar “ home” or place 
whither he is destined at death. Indeed, 
Christ says to each of us: “I go to prepare 
a place for you.” | 

Why should we be all lumped together in 
one big city?

Great Executioner ir the King of 
Ashanti, Who Has Killed More 
than 30,000 People. 


The gentleman whose picture is chown 
here has done work enough in his line to en- 
title him to much distinction. For thirty 
years he was the Great Executioner in the 
service of the King of Ashanti. The office he 
held made him the most notable person in 
the country, after the King. It has always 
beena very high office indeed in Ashanti, and 
the Great Executioner was an inmate of 
the King’s own household. 

It is enough to make an ordinary person 
shudder ta think of the number of human 
heads this Worthy has lopped off during his 
busines@ career; but he himself probably 
views his record with pride, ae convincing 
proof of efficiency and faithful attention to 
official duties. did not keep tab on his 
victims and does not exactly know how many 
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1 Can do what they have done, 
few people who can fill the 

| father and mothertoa family 
0 to Mrs. Zaranik has sure- 
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the lowest estimate of his victims is 30,000, 
the highest is 50,000, and the truth probably 
lies between the two. 

When the English expeditian was ap- 
proaching Kumassi, early last year, the 
Great Executioner disappeared. Nobody 
knew better than this functionary that one 
of the chief reasons for the British advance 
in hostile array was the failure of the King 
to put a stop to human sacrifices at the cap- 
ital, as he had promised to do. The Execu- 
tioner discreetly decided that Kumassi would. 
be a very unhealthful place for him as soon 
as the British extered it, and so he took to 
the woods. He was caught, however, a few 
days after the larger part of the British ex- 

tion had Atarted ck to the coast with 

King in/oustody. At last accounts he

was still held a prisoner at the capital. 

The British had mot been able to find the 
golden stool which has served the line of 
Ashanti Kings as a throne., They thought 
the Great Executioner knéw where this 
valuable piece of furniture was concealed, 
and they-tried in every way short of torture’ 
to wrest the secret from him. He is a very 
close-mouthed old person, howc®er, and the 


golden stool has not yet been desecrated by 


British handling. As 5 as not the Great 
Executioner is hon in his protestations 
that he hasn’t the sl A idea where the 
gold stool is. For the first time in his life 
he sat for his photograph, no longer official- 


ly known as the Great Executioner, but 


merely a humble prisoner in the hands of 
white men. The photograph was ren inte by 
Mr. George K. French, and this pictute was 
drawn from it. 

Forthirty yearsthe Great Executioner was 
the presiding genius in that horrible sacri- 
ficial grove of which Stanley gave so graphic 


a description. The trees in this grove were 


tall cottonwoods, and when Stanley was 
there the ground was covered with countless 
skulls and skeletons, while about forty 
bodies, ‘recently decapitated, were lying 
among the trees. Mr. Bowdich described the 
grove in 1817, and M. Bonat, who was long 
a prisoner in Kumassi, said that he had seen 
two or three hundred slaves slain on the same 
day. They were executed in the most bar- 
barous manner, and their bodies were 
dragged to the grove, which has been the 
receptacle of the relics of all the butcheries 
that have been going on for so many years. 
It is estimated that at least ,000 persons 
have been sacrificial victims in Kumassi 
since Sy Tutu, the founder of the recent 
dynasty, established himself on the golden 
stool in the middie of the eighteenth century. 
The Sacred Grove is no more. British 
soldiers put dynamite under the roots of thé 


cottonwood trees, several hundreds in num- 


ber, and blew them to pieces. When the 
soldiers arrived there last year they found 
under these treés, in a space of about four 
acres, thousands of bodies, and skeletons, 
and gleaming white skulls. But the otfice 
of Great Executioner has now been abol- 
ished, and the people of Ashanti and the sur- 
rounding regions can breathe easier, for the 
lling uman sacrifices that gave 
Ashanti its evil name area thing of the past.
